All that has 
S been learned about fortifying cities during this illuminating war has 
been taken advantage of in building the 90 miles of Saloniki’s won- 
derful defenses. 

The work has been done by Gen. Sarrail, who prepared the trenches at 
Verdun. From the lowlands of the Vardar to the Gulf of Orphano is one 
continuous maze of trenches and underground fortresses, where great 
armies can defend the city in comparative safety. Passing over the coun- 
try, one sees nothing but the barbed wire entanglements; and yet there 
are nearly a quarter of a million men underground. 

I have just been taken out to see these defenses by Capt. Jose Frappa 
of the French army, under the direction of Gen. Sarrail.

W road, which Capt. Frappa

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Instead, from peasant to President, I found only 
kindness, only gratitude, only a profound appre- 
ciation for all that Americans had individually 
done for France in the hour of her great trial.

In so far as it is humanly possible he would have 
you see the thing for yourself and testify out of 
your own mouth. 

Thus it came about that all my difficulties 
vanished when I had been permitted to express 
to the President my desire to see Verdun and to 
go back to America—I was sailing within the 
week—able to report what I had seen with my 
own eyes of the decisive battle still going for- 
ward around the Lorraine city. Without further 
delay, discussion, it was promised that I should 
go to Verdun by motor, that I should go cared for 
by the French military authorities and that I 
should be permitted to see all that one could see 
at the moment of the contest.

Foreign policies have often caused a clash 
tween the executive and legislative departments. 
These policies are based upon treaties, and 
treaties are to be made by the rresident “by and 
with the advice and consent cf the Senate.” To 
have put this weighty duty upon one man only 
would have been unjust and unreputlican. Grad- 
ually, however, it became the practice for the 
executive to make treaties and send them to the 
Senate for ratification merely. While the con- 
stitutional requirement as to “consent” was thus 
followed, that as to “‘advice” fell into Cisuse. The 
logical outcome of this practice bas ,»brought it 
within the power of one man to create conditions 
that enable him to say to Congress, which alone 
has power to declare war: “There, now file your 
declaration.” 

Ought not our practice conform to the Consti- 
tution? This can easily Le dene by making the 
Senate Committee for Foreign Relations a per- 
manent advisory body of the President. Legis- 
leutive work is done by committees and this meth- 
od woulc establish such a close relation between 
the executive and the Senate that conflicts could 
not well occur, 

The membership of this Senate Committee rep- 
resents far more experience in diplomatic mat- 
ters than the executive department. It also rep- 
resents both political parties, and since foreign 
policies ar> not within partisan domain, the min- 
ority party ought to have a part i: their formu- 
lating.

MODERN WARE ARMOR. 

‘Modern warfare,’ says M. B. Roussy, Director 
of the Paris Medical Bureau, “requires new 
adjustments. The felt caps which our sol- 
diers wore in the beginning of the war have 
ali disappeared, and have been replaced by 
metal caps. Forty per cent of the head wounds 
which are now received by our soldiers are 
trivial, 37 per cent of them being cured without 
leaving as much as a scratch; and it may safe- 
ly be stated that we have 90 per cent less fatal- 
ities from cranial hurts than we have had with 
the felt caps.” 

The director states that by far the greatest 
number of injuries to the men are due to lacera- 
tions of the face and head, owing to the fact that 
the modern soldier rarely exposes to view more 
than his head; and from the fact that so much 
shrapnel is exploded over the men’s heads in the 
trenches. He gives statistics showing that over 
§ per cent of the ‘fallen’ recuperate, and near- 
ly all return to the lines. He asserts that 200,000 
men could have been saved in the early days had 
the men worn their present armor equipment. 

Hle suggests that additional armor be borne by 
the soldiers, to prevent the next greatest source 
of casualties—those due to abdominal injuries 
from explosions, etc. To that purpose he wants 
the soldiers to wear metal plates suspended 
around the necks and covering the chest and ab- 
domen. 
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DESERTERS ON THE PENSION ROLL. 

That Congressman James who declines to com- 
promise his hostility to “pork” even to give his 
home town of Houghton a public building or 
indiscriminate pensions for service in the Span- 
ish War, of which he himself is a survivor, has 
introduced a new bill. Its most important fea- 
ture is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of

That from 
and after the passage of this act m® officer 
or enlisted man who once deserted from an 
enlistment in the United States army, navy or 
marine corps, and who Was apprehended and 

courtmartial was dishonorably discharged 

said service, shall be entitled to receive 

under any law, and further 
provided that neither his widow, minor chil- 
dren or amy other dependent relative shall be 
entitled to receive a pension wu: der any law. 

When a “pork” Congressman gets a deserter 
pensioned, the invariable explanation is that the 
charge was “only technical.”” The soldier after 
a “brilliant’’ record was marked a deserter only 
because he went home after’ all the fighting was 
over without awaiting the red tape prescribed in 
obtaining a formal discharge. Or he quit because 
he thought as a free-born American he had a 
right to quit and did not appreciate the serious- 
ness of the offense. 

These deserters, thousands of whom have been 
unworthily pensioned under private bills, would 
unfortunately be little affected by the Jumes 
measure. It applies to men whose offense was 
a subject of formal proceedings, who were found 
guilty after disclosure of all the facts and op- 
portunity for defense and who were dishonorably 
discharged.

VINDICATE ST. LOUIS. 
From Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 

The impression throughout the country that St. 
Louis is the center of anti-American sentiment, 
on account of our largé percentage of citizens of 
German origin, is strengthened by the 14,000 pro- 
German telegrams sent from this city asking 
Congressmen to advocate and support peace in 
opposition to President Wilson’s policy. 

Let us clearly understand the purport and sig- 
nificance of the telegrams sent from St. Louis 
and elsewhere insisting upon peace. The peace 
the signers urged Congress to support was un- 
qualified. It was peace at any price; at any sac- 
rifice of American sovereignty, honor and inter- 
est; at any sacrifice of American lives and prop- 
erty. The telegrams demanded, in effect, the 
nullification of the President’s ultimatum to 
Germany and the repudiation of his foreign pol- 
icy. 

Compliance with the demand would mean the 
setting aside of the President as the Chief 
Executive and spokesman of the nation in foreign 
affairs, the reversal of the Government’s course 
and the unspeakable humiliation of the country. 
The telegrams were admittedly sent at the in- 
stigation of a pro-German organization as a part 
of a pro-German propaganda in behalf of German 
against American interests. 

We believe that a very smal!—an almost negli- 
gible—percentage of the citizens of St. Louis in- 
dorse the sentiment of these telegrams. We be- 
lieve that an overwhelming majority of citizens 
of all origins repudiate their demand. 

The sentiment of these telegrams shou!d be con- 
demned bv St. Louisans, for two reasons: 

In the interest of the country Congressmen 
should be informed of the true sentiment of St. 
Louis concerning the maintenance of _ interna- 
tional law and American rights on the sea. 

In the interest of the community the country 
should be informed that St. Louis is the center of 
Americanism, not of anti-Americanism. We 
should vindicate the repute of St. Louis in the 
mind of thé nation. 

To this end the Post-Dispatch suggests that 
St. Louisans wire or write their Congressmen to 
support the nation’s honor and right, and.the 
President's course in dealing with Germany. For 
the convenience of our readers who wish to cor- 
rect the false impression of the German tele- 
grams, we offer, merely as a suggestion, the fol- 
lowing ‘letter, addressed to’ the Missouri delega- 
tion in Congress through Speaker Clark: 


HON. CHAMP CLARK, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C, 
Dear Sir: 

As a citizen of St. Leuis, I condemn the sen- 
timent expressed In 14,000 pro-German telegrams 
sent to Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress from Missouri, demanding, in effect, that 
they repudiate the President’s policy and sup- 
port peace at any price. 

I favor peace, if consistent with the sover- 
eignty, honor and interest of the United States, 
but I urge Missouri Senators and Representatives 
to support the President unqualifiedly.in his ef- 
forts to maintain American right, international 
law and the interests of humanity against ag-| 
gression by any foreign nation. | 
Please communicate the contents of this let- i

The new, 
Brothers’ Circus, on 
Laclede and Vandeventer avenues, wiil 
be open to the public today. The 
circus is still in Chicago, but as it is 
showing in the Coliseum Building ther?, 
the tents were sent here from. tne 
winter quarters at Baraboo, Wis., and 
have been put up in the last two davs. 
The circus will give its first perform- 
ance here Tuesday afternoon, and will 
remain through the week. 

The main tent, 580 feet long, is sai4 
to be the largest ever put up. Other 
tents shelter the long lines of heavy 
drought horses belonging to the show, 
and part «f the ponies. These are the 
only animals which have come in ad- 
vance of the performers and the men- 
agerie. 

One Horse Weighs 2510 Pounds. 

The biggest of the horses, California 
Frank, weighing %10 pounds and stand- 
ing 73 inches high, is likely to receive 
ccnsiderable notice from visitors o- 
day. In contrast, there will be baby 
Shetlands not much larger than New- 
foundland dogs. 

The commissary department will be 
under way, for, though the performers 
are absent, the working men must be 
fed. The Ringlindgs say they have the 
“biggest kitchen in the world.” Be- 
ginning tomorrow evening, it will serve 
more than 1300 persons three meals a 
day. When the Ringting Brothers 
were touring Europe a number of years 
ago army officers of some nations in- 
spected its commissary methods. Some 
of the warring nations are using range 
and steam boiler wagons similar <o 
those which visitors will see at _the 
circus grounds. 

The last performance in Chicago 
will be given tonight, and the per- 
formers, menagerie, properties and 
effects are scheduled to arrive here 
tomorrow afternoon, Because of the 
work incident to getting settled un- 
der canvas there will be no parade. 

Pageant of “Cinderella.” 

The main tent program will open 
with the “Cinderella” spectacle, in 
which more than 1000 performers 
take part in a pantomime rendition 
of the fairy tale. A ballet of 300 
dancing girls is a feature. In the 
circus performance proper it is an- 
nounced that about 400 persons will 
take part. Some are new to this 
country, having left European coun- 
tries because of the war's effect on 
the show business. 

Among the performers who par- 
ticularly arouse the advance agent’s 
enthusiasm are Antonio Zingaro and 
his gypsy riders; Lilly Leitzel, styled 
“the world’s smallest and greatest 
aerialist;” Johannes and his company 
of Arctic athletes, and a troupe of 
30 acrobats from Pekin, China. There 
will be many trained animal acts of 
bears, monkeys, dogs, cats and Shet- 
land ponies; three herds of trained 
elephants, and clowns, of course—60 
of them. The seat sale opens tomor- 
row morning at the Famous & Barr 
store.

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ARMY’S “GOULASH CANNON” 
ARE INTRODUCED IN BERLIN 


Porlavie Field Kitchen Serves Warm, 
Cheap Meals in the Poorcr 
Sections of City. 


BERLIN, April 29.—The portable field 
kitchens which the soldiers call “gou- 
lash cannon” are being introduced into 
the streets of the poorer sections of 
Berlin, selling warm dinners to all com- 
ers for % pfennigs per portion. The 
Town Council of Lichtenberg, a big sub- 
urb to the north of Berlin, was the 
first to adopt the idea. Many of the 
working people have no time to cook for 
themselves, and they can be far more 
cheaply fed by cooking en masse at 
central points and distributing the food 
through the field kitchens. 

The idea has become go popular that 
it is predicted that the “goulash can- 
non” will long survive. the war which 
popularized it.

Defenses on the Vardar. 

While no restrictions were placed 
upon me and the provisional officers 
took the trouble to show in detail 
how the whole system is worked out, 
I feel that I must exercise a certain 
discretion in describing them in print. 
But [I can give the general plan with- 
out fear of betraying military secrets.

which is a meadow stream which an G: fi 


enemy can be readily prevented from —— 
crossing. The prairie on its left 
bank rolls back 20 miles or more be- 
fore it reaches the mountain, mak- 
ing Saloniki an easy city to take un- 
less protected by special defenses. 
This prairie lahd is the most import- 
ant part of the 90 miles of defenses, 
and this is what we were shown, but 
the whole of the 90 miles is just as 
complete. 


As far as possible the highest 
points on the prairie were chosen in 
a long snaky line. All that is visible 
are the barbed wire and the parapets. 
First double entanglements of barbed 
wire are stretched in a continuous 
line for the whole 90 miles. It pro- 
tects the British as well as the 
French front. Back of them are three 
rows of underground fortresses— 
they can be called nothing less— 
each complete in itself and each ina 
position to enfilade the attackers of 
the next. There is nothing like the 
continuous trenches in France. Every 
two or three acres is turned into a 
self-contained fort, each with its 
rapid firing guns in concrete under- 
ground forts, so carefully hidden as 
to be indistinguishable at 200 vards, 
each with rifle pits protected by 
parapets of steel plate. About the 
same amount of ground occupied by 
each fort is left open Letween them, 
but this is commanded by the second 
line of similar independent fortresses, 
so that the enemy would only get 
into a trap by trying to take the 
second line before finishing the first. 
Each’ fortress is crisscrossed with 
communication trenches and con- 
nected with the forts behind in a 
similar manner. A _ third row of 
trenched fortresses lie directly be- 
hind the first, near enough to help 
the first and second.

understand the real problem of defense 
of Verdun you must realize that there 
is lacking to the city any railroad.

On their re- 
treat from the Marne the soldiers of 
the Crown Prince halted at Montaucon 
aid Varennes, and their cannon have 
commanded the Paris-Verdun-Metz rail- 
road ever since. Save for a crazy nar- 
row guage line wandering along the 
hill slopes, climbing by impossible 
grades, Verdun is without rail commun- 
ication. 


Wonderful Motor Transport. 


It was this that made the defense 
of the town next to impossible. Par- 
tially to remedy the defeat the French 
had reconstructed a local highway run- 
ing from St. Dizier by Bar-le-Duc to 
Verdun beyond the reacn of German 
artillery. Today an army of 4 quarter 
of a millon of men, the enormous parks 
of heavy artillery and field guns—ev- 
erything is supplied by this one road 
and by motor transport. 

Coming north from St. Dizier we en- 
tered this vast procession. Mile after 
mile the caravan stretched on, 50 miles 
with hardly a break of 100 feet between 
trucks. Paris busses, turned into ve- 
hicles to bear fresh meat, new motor 
trucks built to carry 35 men and travel- 
ing in companies, regiments, brigades;

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September, 1914, the Germans took St.) 
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wounded of yesterday, looked down upon 
you, calmly but unsmilingly. From St. 
Dizier to Verdun the impression was of 
that of the machinery by which logs 
are carried to the saw in a mill. You 
felt unconsciously, yet unmistakably, 
that you were looking, not upon auto- 
mobiles, not upon separate trucks, but 
upon some vast and intricate system of 
belts and benches that were steadily, 
swiftly, surely carryifg all this vast 
material, carrying men and munitions 
and supplies, everything human and in- 
animate, to that vast grinding mill which 
was beyond the hills, the crushing ma- 
chine which worked with equal remorse- 
lessness upon men and upon things. 

Now and again, too, over the hills 
came the Red Cross ambulances; they 
passed you returning from the front and 
bringing within their carefully closed 
walls the finished product, the fruits 
of the day’s grinding, or a fraction 
thereof. And about the whole thing 
there was a sense of the mechanical 
rather than the human, something that 
Suggested an automatic, a machine- 
driven, movement; it was as if an un- 
seen system of belts and engines and 
levers guided, moved, propelled this long 
procession upward and ever toward the 
mysterious front where the knives or 
the axes or the grinding stones did their 
work, 

Night came down upon us along the 
road and brought a new impression. 
Mile on mile over the hills and round 
the curves, disappearing fn the woods, 
reappearing on the distant summits of 
the hills, each showing a rear light that 
wagged crazily on the horizon, this huge 
caravan plowed onward, while in the 
villages and on the hillsides campfires 
flashed up and the faces or the figures 
of the soldiers could be seen now clearly 
and now dimly. But all else was. sub- 
ordinated to the line of moving trans- 
ports. Somewhere far off at one end of 
the procession there was battle: some- 
where down below at the other end 
there Was peace. There all the re- 
sources, the life blood, the treasure in 
men and in riches of France were con- 
centrating and collecting, were being fed 
into this motor fleet, which like baskets 
on ropes was carrying it forward to 
the end of the line and then bringing 
hack what remained, or for_the most 
part coming back empty, for more—for 
more lives and more treasure. 


Wierd Nicht Scene. 


It was full night when our car came 
down the curved grades into Bar-le- 
Duc, halted at the corner, where soldiers 
performed the work of traffic policemen 
and steadily guided the caravan toward 
the road marked by a canvas sign lizght- 
ed within by a single candle and bearing 
the one word, Verdun. All night, too, 
the rumble of the passing transport 
filled the air and the little hotel shook 
with the jar of the heavy trucks, for 
neither by day nor by night is there a 
halt in the motor transport, and the 
sound of this grinding is never low. 

Fine Road Leads to Petain. 

It was little more than daylight when 
we took the road again, with a 30-mile 
drive to Verdun before us. Almost im- 
mediately we turned into the Verdun 
route we met again the caravan of au- 
tomobiles, of camions, as the French 
say. It still flowed on without break. 
Now, too, we entered the main road, 
the one road to Verdun, the road that 
had been built by the French army 
against just such an attack as was now 
in progress. The road was as wide as 
l‘ifth avenue, New York, as smooth as 
asphalt—a road that, when peace comes, 
if it ever does, will delight the motorist. 
Despite the traffic it had to bear, it was 
in perfect repair, and soldiers in uniform 
sat by the side breaking stone and pre- 
paring metal to keep it so. 


This Is Petain’s Day. 


The character of the country had 
changed. We were entering the region 
of the hills, between the Aisne and the 
Meuse, a country reminiscent of New 
England. Those hills are the barrier 
which beyond the Meuse, under the 
names of the Cote de Meuse, have been 
the scene of so much desperate fighting. 
The roads that sidled off to the west 
bore battle names, St. Mihiel, Troyon, 
and the road that we followed was still 
marked at every turn with the magic 
word Verdun. Our immediate objective 
was Souilly, the obscure hill town 20 
miles, perhaps, south of the front from 
which Sarrail had defended Verdun in 
the Marne days and from which Petain 
was now defending Verdun against a 
still more terrible attack. 

And in France today one speaks only 
of Verdun and Petain. Soldiers have 
their day; Joffre, Castelnau, Foch, all 
retain much of the affection and admi- 
ration they have deserved, but at the 
moment it is the man who has held 
Verdun that France thinks of, and there 
was the promise for us that at Souillly 
we should see the man whose fame had 
filled the world in the recent great and 
terrible weeks. Upward and downward 
over the hills, through more ruined vil- 
lages, more hospitals, more camps, our 
march took us until after a short hour 
we came to Souilly, general headquar- 
ters of the Army of Verdun, of Petain, 
the center of the world for the moment, 

Few towns have done less to prepare 
for greatness than Souilly. It boasts a 
single street three inches deep in the 
clay mud of the spring—a single street 
through which the Verdun route 
marches almost contemptuously, the 
same nest of stone and plaster houses, 
one story high, houses from which the 
owners had departed to make room for 
Generals and staff officers. This and 
one thing more, the Mairie, the town 
hall, as usual the one pretentious edifice 
of the French hamlet, and before the 
stairway of this we stopped and got out. 

We were at headquarters. From 
this little building, devoted for per- 
haps a century to the business of 
governing the commune of Soullly, 
with its scant thousand of peopel, Pe- 
tain was defending Verdun and the 
fate of an army of 260,000 men at the 
least. In the upstairs room, where 
the town Councillors had once de- 
bated parochial questions, Joffre and 
Castelnau and Petain in the terrible 
deys of the opening conflict had con- 
sulted, argued, decided the fate of 
France, so the Germans had said, for 
they had made the fall of Verdun the 
aesurance of French collapse. 

Unconsciously, ,too, you felt the 
change in the character of the popu-

This question has been seriously considered in 
St. Louis in the last few days by a gathering 
of about 150 men and women, composing the 
national convention of the Drama League of 
America. With a few exceptions, these persons 
have no interest in theatrical enterprises, and 
their interest in the advancement of the drama 
is a matter of artistic endeavor and public spirit. 

The question is the natural sequel of the ques- 
tion often heard, “What is the matter with the 
theater?” Both questions lead to the same line 
of inquiry—whether the “movies” are to blame. 
or whether the fault is with high prices, the 
star system, ticket speculators or managers, or 
whether the public taste is hopelessly at fault. 

Some of the persons prominent in the Drama 
League's meetings at the Buckingham Hotel 
were asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter to ex- 
press their opinion as to measures needed to 
advance the dramatic standard in this country. 
Their replies are here given: 


“The Spoken Drama Will 


Always Be a Necessity.” 
By MRS. BEN ALI HAGGIN. 
President of the New York Center, Drama League 
of America. 
E must adopt the slow process of edu- 
W cating our children to appreciate the 
better things. We must cultivate their 
taste by supplying opportunity for self-expression 
in plays given in the schools. We must encour- 
age them to witness only the performances of 
the best actors, and teach them to save their pen- 
nies, to be used in witnessing the best plays. 
They must be taught to demand the best, for we 
always get what we demand, don’t we? 

I think the nroblem of competition between the 
motion picture and legitimate drama theater will 
regulate itself in time. The spoken drama is an 
esthetic necessity. The cheapness and novelty of 
the motion picture show will wear on the people 
and they will lose some of the interest in them. 
Nothing can replace the spoken word of the stage, 
which, after all, is the expression of our own 
lives. 

I cannot say that theaters charge too much for 
the play. I am inclined to believe ‘‘the laborer 
is worthy of his hire.” The modern managers 
take tremendous risk in some of their produc- 
tions, and good actors are worth all they can 
get. Better actors are worth more. 


“Movies Not Competitor of 


Real Drama,” Says Faversham. 
By WILLIAM FAVERSHAM,

and School of Acting. 

N order to revive the legitimate drama there 
| is nothing better that can be done than just 
Tower Grove Park this afternoon. (He made this 
statement Friday afternoon during exercises in 
memory of Shakspeare.) There is only one way 
to revive interest and that is to get the public in- 
terested in real events. 

The theaters are not charging enough for per- 
formances of the legitimate drama. Any man or 
any woman who wishes to see a finished produc- 
tion ought to be willing to pay enough for that 
to make good the expenses of the management. 

The people who wish to go to see a legitimate 
play are not of the multitude who go to see pic- 
ture shows. There should be absolutely no com-

Trivial Shows Did 
Best Business in St. Louis 


During Past Season 


HE greatest success of the past season 
T in St Louis was ‘‘The Follies’’ which 
played to $26,384 in one week at the 
Olympic theater. As a matter of fact, this 
was the largest amount of money ever taken 
in by any regular theatrical attraction for 
the same period of time anywhere in this 
country. The greatest financial successes at 
the Shubert theater according to manager 
Melville Stoltz, were the four Winter Garden 
productions, ‘‘Dancing .Around,’’ Made in 
America,’’ ‘‘The Passing Show of 1915’’ 
and ‘‘Town Topics.’’ These shows averaged 
about $15,000 each for their week here and 
‘*Within the Loop’’ took in a little less than 
that amount. Their appeal lay largely in the 
Scanty attire of their choruses. 

Next to ‘‘The Follies,’’ the Olympic suc- 
cesses of the seagon were ‘‘Watch Your 
Step,’’ a musical play, which took in about 
$17,000; Julian Eltinge, the female imper- 
sonator, who drew $18,000 for the week; and 
the film drama, ‘‘The Birth of a Nation.’’ 

Maude Adams, who did not present a new 
play but appeared in two of her old successes, 
played to about $10,000 for a week, a little 
more than half her business in former years, 
while Cyril Maude in his great success, 
‘*‘Grumpy,’’ played to about the same 
amount. Elsie Ferguson played to about 
$5000 in ‘‘Outcast,’’ due largely to the fact 
that her excellent and entertaining drama 
was based on a distasteful subject. David 
Warfield did a little better in his new play, 
which was not of the sort in which theater 
goers were accustomed to seeing that splen- 
did actor appear. Otis Skinner also did 
poorly in ‘‘Cock o’ The Walk’’ which, how- 
ever, did not meet with great success in New 
York or elsewhere. 

At the Shubert Harry Lauder did fairly 
well with his vaudeville entertainment and 
William Faversham, on his first appearance 
in ‘‘The Hawk,’’ had a good week. The 
public did not respond well, in Holy Week, 
to ‘‘Bunker Bean,’’ which had a long run in 
Chicago, or ‘‘A Pair of Silk Stockings.’’ 
‘*The Only Girl,’’ a charming comedy with 
music, but without the ‘‘leg show’’ features, 
did a remarkably poor business, as did An- 


dreas Dippel’s ambitious but more or less 
tiresome ‘ The Lilac Domino’’ and the wholly

The 
managers of good plays are not dissatisfied. They 
say it has been a good year for good plays. They 
say more people are willing to pay higher prices 
for good plays, but the trouble is the lack of 
plays. 

I don’t believe -ve are going to make the prog- 
ress we ought to make against the competition of 
cheaper performances until the drama is brought 
as close to the people as the movies. When it 
does come it must come at somewhere nearly the 
same price. I think the solution is going to be 
in the drama league or some like organization 
which will encourage the giving of better drama 
at a reduced cost. 

I think theaters are charging too much, but it 
is not their fault, so long as they operate under 
the present system of stars. Another great draw- 
back is the long railroad jumps, with its attend- 
ant cost. I think cheaper and better drama must 
come from permanent acting groups paid annual 
salaries, instead of the fabulous sums spent to 
secure a particular star for certain parts. The 
solution will probably be found in a return to 
stock playing in some form.

est in the drama. The cities, I believe, 
will have to adopt a system of resident compa- 
nies. These companies can have a repertoire of 
plays, say four, and when they have been given 
the company can take the road and play another 
community, while the company of another district 
can replace it and in turn play its plays. Moving 
in small circuits, much expense now borne by the 
larger companies of today will be eliminated and 
prices will be reduced. Such a system would be 
good for the players, too. It would give oppor- 
tunity for versatility and they would not get 
rusty in a single part, as some of the actors of to- 
day have become. 

I don’t think the motion picture theater is a 
serious rival of the drama. Each supplies its own 
field. Good plays at reasonable prices will al- 
ways be a paying investment for producers. If 
anything, the movies are going to prove a great 
stimulator f interest in the drama. They are 
teaching audiences to understand action of the 
play better than it has ever been understood be- 
fore. 

As to prices charged for the drama, I can say 
this: We are getting no better performances to- 
day at $2 than we got some years ago at $1.50.

ideal. We do not seek to erase these 
false conceptions from his mind be- 
fore we write in the things for 
which America stands, An alien can 
come to this country, can take out 
his first naturalization papers on the 
very day that he lands, and after 
five years’ continuous residence he 
becomes an American citizen. No 
other country ever had such liberal 
naturalization laws. 

“Do you recall how after Paul the 
Apostle had been mobbed in the tem- 
ple at Jerusalem he _ continued to 
speak to the people from the steps 
outside, and was seized by the chief 
captain, who ordered him to be 
scourged? And when they had bound 
him he turned to the Centurion who 
stood near and told him not to dare 
to lay stripes upon a Roman citizen; 
and the Centurion hurried to _ the 
Chief Captain, who came to Paul and 
said, ‘Tell me, art thou a Roman citi- 
zen?’ and Paul answered, ‘Yea.’ Then 
the Chief Captain, loking upon the 
poorly clad Apostle, said, ‘With a 
great sum obtained I this citizenship. 
Yet when Paul answered, ‘But I am 
a Roman born,’ the Chief Captain 
was afraid, because he had been 
found.”

In the United States nothing is re- 
quired, roughly, except a knowledge 
of the English language and _ five 
years’ continuous residence. 

“A man has but one country, can 
have but one country. The oath of 
naturalization eliminates the con- 
sideration of any other country. The 
United States never has recognized 
and never will recognize legislation 
by foreign countries permitting their 
subjects to retain their original al- 
legiance and at the same time obtain 
citizenship in the United States. So 
there can be no such thing as a dual 
allegiance or a dual citizenship. 
There can be no reservation, no re- 
tention of any former allegiance, 

“The status in American law and in 
international law of the former sub- 
jects of a foreign prince or potentate 
who become citizens of the United 
States does not in any respect differ 
from that of a native born American 
citizen. Their rights and duties are 
governed by the Constitution and the 
lawe of the United States. A foreign 
<fficial may not advise them any more 
than any other American citizen as to 
the manner in which they are to ex- 
ercise their rights or perform their du- 
ties as American citizens, and any at- 
tempt to interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of the country by representatives 
of a foreign Government would be con- 
trary te the law and comity of na- 

tens. 

“It is the natural and unalienable 
rights of every free person who owes 
no debts and is not guilty of any crime 
to leave the country of his wverrth, and 
for an honest purpose to throw off his 
natural allegiance and substitute in its 
place another allegiance of his own 
choice. That is one of the fundamental 
principles of international law which 
springs from natural reason and jus- 
tice, from tr. practice of all civilized 

* nations.

ticn. An ordinance should be intro- 
cuced prohibiting a fence, other than 
wire, and from building wooden sheds 
The lawn should extend to the alley 
and be well sodded. If St. Louis would 
adc this we would soon have an ideal 
city. The lawns would have the ap- 
pearance of a large park.”

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CHORAL AND APOLLO 
CLUBS TOMORROW 


Paul Althouse, Tenor, and About 
Half of Symphony Orchestra 
to Assist at Odeon. 


One of the most important events 
of the musical year promises to be 
the joint concert of the Morning 
Choral and Apollo Clubs tomorrow 
night at the Odeon, assisted by Paul 
Althouse, tenor, of the Metropolitan 
Opera Co., and about half of the Sym- 
phony orchestra, under the directéon 
of Charles Galloway.

It has four solo parts, 
which will be sung by members chos- 
en from the clubs—Miss Anna Belle 
Clark, soprano; Miss Blanche Herrick, 
contralto; Russell Rizer, tenor ana 
John Rohan, bass, 

The program will begin with the 
rousing chorus, “Unfold, Ye Portals 
Everlasting,’ from Gounod’s “The 
Redemption,” which will be sung by 
both clubs. The Morning Choral Club 
alone will sing Arthur Foote’s “The 
Gateway of Ispahan,” and the Apol- 
lo Club alone will sing Koellner’s 
“Daybreak in the Woods.” As the 
final number, both clubs will unite in 
singing the “Bridal Chorus” from 
Cowan's “The Rose Maiden.” 

Althouse, who makes his first ap- 
pearance in this city, will sing the 
ever popular aria, “Celeste Aida,’ 
from “Aida,” and a group of songs in 
English dedicated to him by the com- 
posers—Foster’s “Springtide of Love’”’ 
and “If I Were King of Ireland,” Mce- 
Dermid’s “Sacrament,” Jordan’s “Here 
in the Brae,’ and Burleigh’s “The 
Young Warrior.” His piano ace- 
companiments will be played by Mrs. 
Carl Luyties.

The program for the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra’s eoncert at the Odeon 
on May ll, with Josef Hofman, the 
distinguished pianist, as soloist, will 
begin with @ symphony never before 
heard in this \city—the Svmphony in G 
Minor, by Kalinnikow.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—Secretary 
Frank Morrison of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in a May day review 
of the labor situation throughout the 

“country, declared today that there was 
greater industrial unrest than has pre- 
'yailled for several years and that it 
/would be impossible to estimate the 


‘number of workers who would be on 
strike May i1—most of them for a 
shorter workday. 

_ “There is a greater unrest from this 
May 1 than has been manifest in many 
“previous years,” he said. “To some 
this condition is alarming. To me it 
ts encouraging. for I believe discontent 
is a sign of life—of progress. Workers 
-are demanding an eight-hour day and 
‘J venture the opinion that most of the 
large strikes today, either now or pros- 
pective, are because of this shorter 
workday demand. 

“Thinking men are agreed that lonz 
hours are economical for no one and 
destroy man’s vitality. Workers will 
continue agitating, organizing and 
striking until the eight-hour day is as- 
sured. 

‘Tt is worth noting that large num.- 
bers of strikes are now being waged 
‘by unorganized workers, who later join 
the trade-union movement when they

GEORGIA LIQUOR LAW IN EFFECT; 
IMPORTATION MADE DIFFICULT 


Statute Designed to Drive Breweries, 
“Near Beer” Saloons and Locker 
Clubs From the State. 
ATLANTA, Ga., .April 29.—Georgia’s 
new prohibition law, designed to drive 
breweries, locker clubs and ‘‘near beer’’ 
saloons from the State, became effect- 
ive at midnight tonight. Under it, no 
beverage containing more than one- 
half of 1 per cent of alcohol may be 
manufactured or sold, and no person 
may bring In from outside the State 
more than two quarts of liquor or 48 

rints of beer a month.

Transportation companies are 
held responsible for the consignee sign- 
ing a receipt attested by a notary pub- 
lic and the delivery of the receipt .o 
county ordinaries. 

A section of the law prohibiting ad- 
vertising of liqr r is designed to make 
it necessary for such advertisements in 
rewspapers and periodicals to be elim- 
inated before they can be sold in 
Georgia.

Juarez Conference May Dead- 
lock; U. S. Generals Cannot 
Discuss Evacuation. 


FIRST MEETING IS HELD 


Washington Representatives Sent 
Only to Discuss Plans of Co- 
Operation With Carranzistas.

EL PASO, Tex., April 29.—At the first 


meeting of the conference between the 
military chiefs of the United States and 
Mexico in Juarez this evening, Gen. Al- 


varo Obregon announced to the Amer- 
ican Generals that he would demand 
the withdrawal of the American troops 
from Mexico. 

Another meeting will be held tomorrow 
morning, at which the Americans will 
be armed with further advices and in- 
structions from Washington. It is prob- 
able that the Sunday conference will be 
the last of the session. 

From conversations with the majority 
of Obregon’s staff there is no reason to 
suppose that any Mexican forces will as- 
sist or co-operate with the Americans in 
any manner after this time. Obregon in- 
structed Calles when the troops entered 
to help-them in every possible way. All 
Mexican officials now believe the 
time for co-operation has passed and 
that the task must be left entirely to 
the Mexicans. 

After the meeting today was over at 
7 p. m., Gen. Scott said: 

Satisfactory, Says Scott. 

“You may say for me that the con- 
ference was very satisfactory. I will 
present my statement to Washington 
and will later notify Gen. Obregon of 
the next meeting.” 

The Generals also announced that all 
present at the meeting had agreed that 
no word would be given out for publica- 
tion until the conference was over. It 
was learned, however, that the Mexican 
Secretary of War announced unequivo- 
cally that he would demand the with- 
drawal of the troops. 

The conference was held in the ¢us- 
tom house in Juarez. Those in the 
council chambers were, for the Ameri- 
cans, Major-Generals Scott and Fun- 
ston, Maj. Mickey and Capt. Fitzhugh 
Lee; for the Mexicans, Major-General 
©bregon. Gen. Serrano, his chief of 
staff, Gen. Gavira and Consul Garcia. 

As soon as the conference opened. and 
before the American Generals had an 
opportunity to present their demands 
or complaints, Obregon took the floor 
and made a statement, which so far as 
cvuld be judged by observers through 
a convenient window but who were out 
of earshot, was the topic of conver- 
sution throughout the entire confer- 
ence. 

When the conference was over 
Cbregon went at once to his private 
car. His chief of staff indicated those 
among the crowd present who could 
enter, and only the officers commanding 
troops in Northern Mexico Were per- 
mitted to join the Secretary of War. 

The first person to emerge was Col. 
Calderon, chief of staff to Gen. Calles, 
zovernor of Sonora. He joined Consul 
Lelivier of Douglas, which is just across 
the line from Calles’ headquarters, and 
they hurried away. Lelivier said that 
they were returning to Agua Prieta at 
once. Obregon had called them here 
for the conference. 

Trevino Returns South, 

An hour after the conference Gen. 
Trevino'’s special*train was being made 
up for his immediate return to the 
South. 

THe American conferees proceeded to 
the home of J. F. Williams to attend a 
dinner. Among the guests was George 
C. Carrothers, special agent of the 
State Department, who is barred from 
Mexico by Obregon because of Car- 
rothers’ long association with Villa. 

It is undrstood that Gen. Scott de- 
clared in the conference that he was 
representative of the War Department 
only and that the question of withdraw- 
ing the troops was in the province of 
the State Department, unless military 
expediency should direct that they be 
withdrawn. In his view, therefore, 
Obregon’s demand for their withdrawal 
has no place in the present discussion. 

In Obregon’s view the American War 
Department can handle the matter, 
since he contends the situation is such 
that a military force of the size now in 
Mexico is useless for its avowed pur- 
pose, since Villa.-has disappeared and 
his bands are broken up. 

Promise of Aid Not Likely. 

An oficer in Obregon’'s train said to- 
night: ‘Since Gen. Obregon came here 
only for the purpose of demanding the 
withdrawal of the troops it cannot te 
supposed that he will long discuss the 
yuestion of aiding a foreign force whose 
legitimate purpose in our country is at 
an end.’’ sd 

It is believed that the fight at Parra) 
in which Carranza soldiers fired on 
Americans and the Americans fired on 
the Mexicans savas discussed at the brief 
meeting. 

Among the members of Gen. Obregon’s 
staff there was no endeavor to make tho 
situation appear other than grave. They 
appear to be surprised that the American 
Generals have no powers other than to 
talk of the mililary aspects ofthe sit- 
uation. They say that when Gen. Scott 
conferred with Villa he suffered from 
no such limitations. Some of Obregon’'s 
aides consider the conference virtually 
ended, as the opposing sides have no

Was Near Starvation. 

Gen. Townshend was driven to sur- 
render to avoid starvation of his force. 
A recent official Turkish communica- 
tion said that the position of the Brit- 
ish at Kut-El-Amara was critical and 
that they were expecting to recelve 
small supplies of food by aeroplane. 
An official statement here yesterday 
showed that a last effort to send sup- 
plies to the garrison had failed. It was 
announced that a ship laden with sup- 
plies had been sent up the Tigris, that 
it had been grounded about four miles 
east of the city. 

Less than a score of miles away, on 
the banks of the Tigris below the city, 
is a relief army which for months had 
been attempting to reach the besleged 
forces of Gen. Townshend. A few 
weeks ago several victories were an- 
nounced and hope ran high In England 
that the mission would succeed. Of late, 
however, the Turks’ resistance has in- 
creased and aided by floods, they have 
been able to hold the British In check. 

It was early in December of last year 
that Gen. Townshend's army, beaten 
in battle at Ctesiphon, 18 miles below 
retreated to Kut-El-Amara. 
Since that time it has been besieged 
a large army of Turks, cut off 
from all communication with outside 
world, except by wireless, During the 
iong siege the British beat off many 
attacks by the Turks. 

Turks Gave Up Attacks. 

They defended themselves s0 success- 
fully in encounters about the city that 
the Turks at length desisted from their 
efforts to take the place by storm and 
decided to starve out the British. From 
time to time Gen. Townshend sent 
reports that all was well, but it had 
been known of late that the situation 
was becoming a desperate one for the 
British. 

For some time after the Townshend 
expedition started out from the Persian 
Yulf it was steadily successful. Tt 
pushed up the Tigris and Euphrates 
until in September of 1915 !t defeated 
the Turks. decisively at Kut-El-Amara 
and pushed on to within a few milles 
of Bagdad, their goal. They defeated 
the Turks at Ctesiphon, but later the 
Turks. reinforced, compelled them to 
retire hastily to Kut-Fl-Amara. 

The battle at Ctesiphon was one of 
the flercest of the many hard struggies 
in which the expeditionary force was 
cngaged. The British were said to have 
heen outnumbered six times by the Ot- 
toman troops. Four times Gen, Town- 
shend rallied his men and led them mn 
their charges, Hardly less desperate a 
venture was the retreat to Kut-Fl- 
Amara. Not only did Gen. Townshend 
ward off pursuing Turks with compara- 
tively small losses, but succeeded im 
taking with him all his wounded. A 
few weeks after it became evident that 
the army at Kut-E)-Amara would be 
unable to fight its way out, a relief 
expedition was dispatched. 

Throughout the Mesopotamian cam- 
paign the fighting has been heavy and 
the losses severe. On April 14 It was 
admitted the Tigris army .up to that 
time had lost S10 men. Since then 
there have been several important bat- 
tles. In an engagement at BReltsea, the 
British lost 499). according to an an- 
nouncement from the Turkish war of- 
fice last week.

LONDON, April 29.—After a resistance of 143 days, Gen, 
Charles Townshend and about 13,000 British and Indian troops 
have surrendered to the Turks at Kut-El-Amara in Mesopotamia, 
where they have been besieged since December. The official an- 
nouncement of the surrender made today is as follows: 

‘After a resistance protracted for 143 days and conducted 
with a gallantry and fortitude that will be forever memorable. 
Gen. Townshend has been compelled by the final exhaustion of his 


in which an entire fighting unit of im- 
portant numbers has laid down its 
arms, It is one of the largest bodies 
of troops of the entente allies which 
have surrendered. 

Townshend Hoped te Last. 

Up to the last Gen. Townshend kept 
alive the hope that he would be re- 
Heved. King George sent a message of 
encouragement to him a month ago and 
in'a message, dated April 7, the Gener- 
al sald he expected to be relieved short- 
ly. He declared he would hold eut to 
the limit of endurance, 

The Mesgpotamian campaign has 
been one of the most difficult the Brit- 
ish army has undertaken during the 
war. The torrid climate and lack of 
fresh water, together with the diffi- 
culties of transport, made great calls 
on the endurance of the troops. More- 
over, the positions held by the Turks 
below Kut-El-Amara, entrenched and 
strongly fortified, were very formidable. 
The original expedition was composed 
in part of Indlan troups, but the relief 
force for the most part was made up of 
men from England and the colonies, 

A vast amount of criticism has been 
heaped on the heads of the Govern- 
ment for undertaking the Mesopo- 
tamia campaign ever since its incep- 
tion. In the opinion of the critics 
the invasion never should have been 
ordered or tt should have been or- 
ganized on a scale that would have 
made its success certain beyond ques- 
tion. Students of Britain's policy, 
however, readily understand the nec- 
essity of the operations, however 
much they may agree with the argu- 
ment that the force assigned to the 
occupation of the Tigris Valley was 
far too small. 

The need for an attack against 
Mesopotamia the moment Turkey en- 
tered the war was both political and 
military. 

Mesopotamia its the most direct and 
feasible route for an attack on the 
Indian Empire from the continent of 
Europe. It abuts on the southern 
half of Persia which, tn agreement 
with Russia, Britain had constituted 
as one of her “spheres of influence.” 
A political conflagration might easily 
have been communicated from Asia 
Minor through Persia to India which 
would have been dificult if not tm. 
possible to extinguish, 


Quick Action Necessary. 

Quick -action to dominate the sit- 
uation seemed, especially to the In- 
dian Office, of vital necessity to the 
empire and, since tne Indian army 
was closest to the scene the work of 
reducing the Tigris Valley naturally 
fell to it. While the operations tm 
the meantime have developed until 
they involve not only the Indian army 
but the entire British Empire, they 
continue under the direction of the 
Indian authorities, announcements 
concerning them being issued itn Lon- 
don by the Secretary of State for 
India. 

From a strictly military standpoint 
the domination of the Tigris country 
Was necessary to safeguard the im- 
mense interests of the British navy 
which are centered in the Meseo- 
potamia oil fields, from which tn re- 
cent years have come a large part of 
the fuel ofl used by the naval estab- 
lishment, and, further, to guard the 
sea routes used for the transport of 
troops from India, Australia, New 
Zealand and the other Eastern Ge- 
pendencies to the Europeayg battle 
fields. 

A number of years ago British im- 
terests began buying control of efi 
property around the head of the Per. 
sian Guif and gradually expanded 
their holdings as far north as Bag- 
dad. Millions of dollars were spent 
in development work and the fisid 
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of the navy in its oil demands. Un- 
der hostile control, too, the Persian 
Gulf offered an exceptional lurking 
place for enemy submarines or com- 
merce raiders, which might imperil 
all sea traffic eastof Suez. 

Facing this situation, the first move 
after the Ottoman alignment with 
the central Powers was the dispatch 
of a small naval force and a iand- 
ing party to Basra, at the head of 
the Persian Gulf. Basra was occupied 
and prepared as a base for larger 
operations against Mesopotamia.

Many German Batteries Quit Verdun, 
French Think Battle Is Over. 
PARIS, April 29.—The battle of Verdun 


may now be considered as ended, ac- 
cording to ,the opinion prevailing in 
> french military circles. Not only the 
recent French official reports, but yes- 
terday’s German announcement stated 
that nothing important had developed in 
the Verdun region. 

Heavy German batteries in consider- 
able number have been withdrawn from 
before Verdun and sent to a distant 
point, which, judging from the increas- 
ing activity there, probably is the por- 
tion of the line held by the British. 

The announcement of the decoration 
of Gen. Petain and other high officers 
who have taken part in the battle is 
regarded as an indication that the 
French authorities believe that the task 
of defending Verdun has ended. 


The official communication issued by 
the War Office tonight said: 

“In the region of Verdun the enemy 
bombarded our positions in the Avo- 
court Wood, on Hill 304, in the region 
to the south of Hauduomont and in 
the sectors at the foot of the Meuse 
hills. Our artillery everywhere shelled 
the enemy batteries.”

The “courtesy call’ made 
to El Paso by Gen. Obregon and his 
fellow officials this morning oc- 
cupied so much time that rumors 
spread that the conference itself 
had been begun. It was after 12 
o’clock when the visit ended and by 
the time every one had finished their 
luncheon the middle of the afternoon 
had been ~eached. It was not until 
after 3 o’clock when the time of the 
first session was set. 

The first conference came to an 
end exactly two hours after it was 
begun. Another conference will be 
held tomorrow, this time in El Paso. 

The reception to the visiting Mexicans 
developed into more of a military dem- 
onstration than a mere social affair.

Escorted by Gen, Bell. 

The visiting party consisted of Gen. 
Obregon, Gen. Jacinto Trevino, comman- 
der of the division of the northeast; 
Gen. P. Elias Calles, Military Governor 
of Sonora; Gen. Luis Gutierrez, Car- 
ranza Commander at Chihuahua; Gov. 
Ignacio Enriquez, Civil Governor of Chi- 
huahua, and Andres Garcia, Mexican 
Consul in El Paso. They were escorted 
by Brigadier-General George Bell Jr., 
commander of the El Paso base. 

Col. Robert E. Lee Michie, Gen. 
Scott’s aid, and Capt. Fitzhugh Lee, 
aid to Gen. Funston, greeted the Mex- 
icans as they boarded the car. Inside 
they were met by Gens. Scott and Fun- 
ston. 
Shortly after the arrival of the visi- 
tors, Gen. Bell, Col. Michie, Capt. Lee 
and several of the others came outside 
the private car, leaving only the prin- 
cipals inside. This, coupled with the 
fact that the visit seemed to drag out 
long past the time usually allotted for 
‘courtesy oalls,”” gave rise to a report 
that the formal conference was on. 
Not long afterward, however, Gen. 
Obregon stepped out of the car. His 
associates followed. The party’ re- 
turned to its automobiles and moved 
away through the lanes of khaki-clad 
troops, who again stood at attention. 
Gens. Scott, Funston and Bell, with 
their aids, drove to the Union Station 
end had lunch in a railway restaurant. 
Shortly after returning to their car 
they were visited by Gen. Trevino and 
Consul Garcia, and the details of the 
first conference were arranged. 

Went to Customs House. 

In the meantime, the Mexican offi- 
cialis, after dining, proceeded to the cus- 
toms house in Juarez. They established 
themselves in the council chamber, 
where the conference was to be held, in 
close discussion of the case they were 
to present to the American representa- 
tives. They had not finished when a 
bugle salute announced the arrival of 
the American conferees. 

As there had been no public announce- 
ment of the conference, only & few spec- 
tators and a small guard of Mexican 
soldiers were on hand. The American 
party consisted of Gens. Scott and Fun- 
ston and their aids, Col. Michie and 
Capt. Lee. They were escorted by Con- 
sul Garcia and were met by Gens. Obre- 
gon and Trevino and Gen. Obregon’s 
chief of staff, Gen, Francisco Sorrano, 
who led them through a bare, uncar- 
peted hall {nto the council chamber. 

No attempt had been made to deco- 


rate the council chamber, whose furni- 
ture consisted solely of a long row of 
chairs, ranged against the walls; an 
ordinary flat-top desk, set at one end 
of the room, and three portraits of dis- 
tinguished Mexican patriots, Hidalgo, 
Juarez and Francisco Madero. 

It was;at the table, directly beneath 
the portrait of Hidalgo, that the confer- 
ence began. Only Gens. Scott, Funston, 
lutea and Trevino took part. 


Gen, Scott Represents Only the War 
.Department at Conference, 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—In the con- 
ference with Gen. Obregon, Major-Gen- 
eral Scott is acting only for the War 
Department, it was said today, and is in 
no sense a State Department representa- 
tive. 

Since the whole question of Carranza’s 
formal suggestion that the American 
forces be withdrawn is a State Depart- 
ment matter and never has been offi- 
cially transmitted to the War Depart- 
ment, it is clear that only the military 
aspect of the situation at the border and 
beyond can be formally considered by 
the conferees. 

Whatever Gen. Scott may indicate as 
to the determination to retain the troops 
ln Mexico until atl danger of border 
raids has passed, it is believed here 
that his chief purpose throughout the 
conferences, Will be to secure co-opera- 
tion in the way of use of Mexican rall- 
roads to supply the troops. A definite 
understanding as to what course shall 
be pursued where the Americans ap- 
proach a town, and to what extent they 
may be enabled to purchase supplies; 
and, also, possibly some arrangement 
for interchange of information that 
would aid in running down the bandits, 
either by American or Mexican forces. 

Gen. Obregon’s views will be fully re- 
ported to both the War and State De- 
partments. If he makes a suggestion 
of definite date for withdrawal of the 
Americans or for a method of determin- 
ing when the danger of border raids has 
passed, it will be considered by the State 
Department, it is understood, when the 
question of drafting a reply to the Car- 
ranza note is again taken uD.

PEACE MUST COME FIRST 


Secretary of State Is Speaker 
Before American Society of 
International Law. ~* 


WASHINGTON, April @.—"‘ine present 
titanic struggle of the great empires of 
Europe has shaken international law 
to its foundations,” Secretary Lansing 
declared here tonight at the dinner of 
the American Society of International 
Law. 

“There is coming a time, which will 
begin with the restoration of peace t9 
this suffering and war-sick world, when 
ve will have to readjust our ideas as 
to the rules of international law. I do 
not mean the principles of that law, for 
they are immutable, founded as they 
aro on justice, righteouness and hu- 
manity. 

“I mean that the application of these 
principles to new conditions will give 
us new rules which have never before 
been recognized or even conceived by 
the nations of the world, and which 
cannot, therefore, be now invoked by 
belligerent or neutral. 

Factors Changing Rules. 

“If I was asked what was the chief 
cause of the new conditions and changed 
methods of land and naval warfare, ! 
would unhesitatingly answer the inven- 
tion of the internal combustion engin. 
It has made practicable the automobile, 
the submarine, the aeroplane and the dir- 
igible. It has made surprise almost 
impossible on land and it has vastly 
increased the possibility of surprise at 
sea. 

“The change of conditions which this 
invention,: aided by the telephone, the 
wireless and the camera, has brought 
about is comparable only with that 
which was wrought by the invention 
and use of gunpowder. These new con- 
ditions offer to the student of interna- 
tional law a fleld of speculation which Is 
at once attractive and difficult. 

“I mean by ‘difficult’ that however 
ardent the student may be, he must 
go very slowly or he will lose his bear- 
ings. He must be a philosopher, rather 
than a legalist. He must scrap-heap 
a lot of the old ideas embaimed in lay- 
ers of precedent and return for light 
and@d inspiration to those eternal prin- 
ciples which must guide nations in 
their relations with one another If lib- 
erty and justice are to be exalted in 
the earth. 

“It is the unchangeable standard of 
these fundamental principles which is 
the rock of salvation to international 
law, and whatever code of rules as to 
the conduct of war may-in the future 
be formulated by the nations of the 
world must find a sure foundation on 
that rock which imbedded deep in the 
consciousness of modern civilization.” 

In conclusion, Secretary Lansing paid 
this tribute to former Secretary Root, 
president of the society: 

“In the new field, to which we will 
turn our attention and which I pray 
God may soon be open to us, I hope 
that the society may continue to have 
as its president the wise statesman and 
profound thinker who for the past ten 
years has given so much of himself to 
the society and to whom in very large 
measure Our present prosperity is due. 
With his, commanding intellect and 
lofty ideals to guide us, we can advance 
with the full assurance that we are 
treading the path which will lead us to 
the heights.”’ 

Isolation a Peace Force, Says Gray. 

Declaring that international law is in- 
ternational morality, Judge Gray of Del- 
aware expressed belief that moral rather 
than armed force will evolve a concert 
of international authority after’the war 
for preservation of peace. Regarding 
the proposed formation of a world court 
with international police power, Judge 
Gray said: “I do not think there will 
ever be such a concert of nations that, 
by armed force, they can coerce a na- 
tion to obey mandates of morality 
through international law. But when 
world-wide opinion is formed there will 
be a force found ample against a recal- 
citrant nation for violation of interna- 
tional law. 

“Broad humanities underlie the notes 
which have come from our State De- 
partment in the past year. Let us hope 
that this country will proclaim interna- 
tional morality, that no nation can vio- 
late it with impunity, without isolation 
in the family of nations.” 

“Preposterous dogma,’’ was how David 
Jayne Hill, former Ambassador to Ger- 
many, described the European theory 
that, by might of right, a nation may 
do as it pleases. ‘‘That theory,” said 
Hill, “ts a rudimentary vestige of de- 
parted imperialism. Commerce imperial- 
ism continues to the present time, and 
now constitutes a menace to all man. 
kind. No one aware of the origin of tne 
war can doubt that it is fundamentally 
a war for trade. This demands new la- 
gel adjustments.”’ 

Senator Gore of Oklahoma, at the 
night session, said the United States 
should continue to rely upon moral, 
rather than military force, and to dedi- 
cate itself to the principles of humanity, 
the idea and ideals of peace, arbitra- 
tion and international justice. The 
cause of international peace, he empha- 
sized, never stood in such sore need of 
friends as at the present time. 

Senator Stone, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, im- 
pressed the gathering with the nation’s 
need of a great navy for defensive pur- 
poses and offensive purposes if need be. 
and impregnable coast fortifications.

Rebels Barricaded Themselves in St. Stephen's 
Green Behind Barrier of Automobiles—Post- 
office Stocked With Provisions. 


- 


By Associated Preas. 
LONDON, April 29.—The following de- 


scription of the revolt in Dublin, adding 
something to the Associated Press ac- 
count mailed from near that city, was 


given by who reached 
England from Dublin last night: 

“Throughout the greater part of Mon- 
day afternoon most of the city was in 
the hands of the rebels. In considerable 
portions of the city, however, there was 
no fighting. Perfect calm prevailed. 
Theaters and moving picture shows 
were open as usual and the people were 
allowed to pass through the streets as 
in ordinary times. 


Troops Open Fire on Rebels. 
“Early Tuesday troops began to ar- 


rive and a concerted movement was be- 
gun to eject the rebels from the posi- 
tions they had taken. The plans vf 
the authorities was obviously to sur- 
round them and with this aim, troops 
were hurried to strategic points. Fire 
was opened upon the Sinn Feiners wro 
were in strong force in Sackville ana 
Ivame streets. Military snipers upon 
the roof of the college and sheltered 
by chimneys fired continuously at tho 
rebels approaching the college. One 
rebel was shot dead immediately in 
front of the building and his body was 
taken inside. 

“On Tuesday the rebels in the 
trenches on Stephen’s Green were bar- 
ricaded with a great collection of au- 
tomobiles, other vehicles and  para- 
thernalia of all sorts. <A little boy 
who was peering through the railing 
here was shot by a rebel sniper. Dur- 
ing the day automobile ambulances 
raade many visits to the hospitals 
carrying injured. 

“Just before lunch Tuesday 
body of rebels rallied from the pos:- 
office and marched to the Gresham 
Hotel to commandeer the provisiong. 
They returned safely to the postoffice 
with supplies of meat, flour, bread and 
vegetables. 

“In the evening the authorities, deter- 
mined to drive the rebels from a shop 
at Kelly corner, where there has bee 
much sniping, trained a machine gun 
en the building and its front was quick- 
ly smashed in. A number of prisoners 
were taken here. 


“ Gun Fire Riddles Building. 
The situation was taken mo-e 


strongly {n hand by the military early 
on Wednesday. Nobody was allowed 
t» stand in the streets, and concerte4 
measures were taken against Liberty 
Hiall, the headquarters of the. Sin: 
Feiners. A plain green flag floated 
over this building. Two small guns 
were brought up and fire was opened 
upon the hostile headquarters. Forty 
ehells were fired in five minutes. 

“The first shot carried off the flag 
and little was left of the building when 
the firing stopped. Most of the rebels 
managed to escape by back exits. 

“At noon the Military Committee 
closed Camden street, which leads to 
the Portobello Barracks. There was a 
good deal of firing here and the sol- 
Ciers took possession of a saloon which 
the rebels were occupying and made 
prisoners of the rebel garrison. 

“Soon afterwards all the saloons in 
the city were closed by order of Col. 
Kenard. As soldiers began to appear 
in greater numbers the excitement died 
down somewhat. 

“Although there were st!ll some parts 
of the city in possession of the rebels 
when in Dublin at 5 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon, there was no fear of any 
further outbreak.’’ 

A Northern Whig newspaper of Mon- 
day says the Sinn Feiners’ arrange- 
ments for Easter maneuvers throughout 
Ireland were suddenly canceled Sunday 
but no reason was officially given for 
the cancellation. The newspaper adds 
it was believed the authorities were 
about to put a stop to the activities of 
the volunteers. 

Although this issue of the. Belfast 
newspaper was printed before the Dub- 
lin revolution became known, {ft seemed 
to shed much light on matters which 
led to disturbances. The article shows 
that the Sinn Feiners for several days 
previously had been suspicious of Gov- 
ernment plans against them anid that 
the climax appears to have been 
reached Saturday when the Government 
police raided the residence of a man 
named O’:'ell following a hearing of a 
charge against him in a police court on 
allegation that he threatened to shoot 
three soldiers. A number of poltce- 
men visited O’Neil’s home, according to 
the .newspaper, and secured a big 
amount of rifles, ammunition and sup- 
plies. 

The Times publishes an account by an 


an eyewitness, 


a ‘ig 


emphasizes the excellent organization 
of the rebels and the fairly successful 
efforts of the leaders to restrain riot- 
ing. This account says: 

Text o. the Times’ Account. 

“Civillans were not molested in the 
streets and much of the firing was of 
blank cartridges. There was an effort 
to show that the movement was strictly 
rnilitary and directed only against the 
police. There was a little jooting, and 
cply 10 or 20 shops were entered. There 
was no violence against private persons, 
and as lont as you did not wear a uni- 
form you were as safe walking in Dublin 
streets as in the streets of London. 

“This shows a remarkable difference 
from the Dublin riots two years ago, 
when it was not safe for anybody to 
walk in the streets for fear of violence. 
There was barbed wire around the post- 
office, but the sentinels made no effort 
to prevent people who wished to do so 
from ‘crawling under the barriers. 

“On the other hand, it was made 
clear that anybody in His Majesty’s 
uniform would be shot at sight. 

“Another illustration of the rebels’ 
excellent organization was the fact that. 
aithough food was commandeered from 
a big hotel, it was paid for. According 
t« reports, the money came from the 
postoffice vaults, where it is alleged a 
quantity new paper money was 
seized.”’ 

“We planned to ride simultaneously 
with the Dublin comrades, but some- 
thing went wrong with the arrange- 
ments,’’ said a laeder of the Sinn Fein- 
ers in Cork. “We might have been in 
pessession of the postoffice but for 
the fact that the military was there 
fiist,”’ said the leader. 

“Now I do not think we will ride here, 
Lut if they come to demand our arms 
we shall shoot them. When the news 
f the Dublin risine trickled through 
here Monday. we all retired to our ar- 
mored barracks, lowered our rifles, pol- 
ished bayonets, set in stores of provi- 
sions and prepared for—anything. 

“The Bishop of Cork and the Lord 
Mayor came to the barracks at midnight 
and demanded admission, which was 
granted after considerable parley. They 
implored us to lay down our arms and 
ot to resort to physical force. We re- 
fused absolutely. Sorrovfully and with 
bowed head, the Bishop said: ‘Then Il 
lenve you to your fate.’ We told him we 
did not fear our fate, whereupon he de- 
parted.”’ 

A. L. Cole, who arrived from Dub- 
lin today, told this story: “I went over 
to Dublin to the Dublin spring cattle 
show a week ago. On Monday about 2 
o’clock a man came to the show and 
said, ‘I would go into town today if I 
were you. The Sinn Feiners are having 
a bit of a riot. They began a couple o? 
hours ago, and it looks serious. They 
have shot three or four policemen.’ We 
returned to our hotel by a circuitous 
route. The rebels by “that time had 
seized the postoffice and were en- 
trenched in St. Stephen's Green. 

“On Tuesday we went to the show 
again, but it was a fiasco, for there 
were no trains or tramway cars. By 
Tuesday morning they had not only oc- 
cuplied Westland Row Station, but had 
torn up a long stretch of railway on the 
Kingstown line. The Harcourt street 
station was also in their hands for a 
time, but they were routed out of there. 


Irish Girl’s Heroism. 
Ww. Reid, gave an account ich 


included a thrilling story of a young 
Irish girl's inspiring heroism: 

‘TI arrived in Dublin on Monday night,” 
he said, “and was passing Kingsbridge, 
close to the park, in a cab, when people 
came running. They shouted to us to 
turn back, as it was dangerous to pro- 
ceed. We then tried to get through on 
foot, but a volley made us halt, and 
we spent the night in a Dililard saloon. 
On Tuesday morning we reached Upper 
Mount street without mishap, although 
we heard firing during the day. 

“On Wednesday evening the military 
began to come in and proceeded to creep 
up to the houses occupied by the rebels, 
taking what cover they could. The 
snipers were ready for them, however, 
and IT saw soldiers badly wounded. 

‘‘A young Irish girl, not more than 16, 
dashed out of a house and ran like a 
deer right tn the face of a hafl of snip- 
ers’ bullets. She grasped a wounded sol- 
dier under the arms—a stranger to her, 
for he had just arrived from England— 
and dragged him to where others were 
ready to carry him to the hospital. Then 
back that Irish girl ran for another 
stricken man. 

“When I left the rebels were still 
holding Sackville street, the Westland 
Road Station, the postoffice and a num- 
ber of big houses that afford opportunt- 


ities for effective sniping.” 


British Report Apparently Great Cas- 
valties Among Enemy Because of 
Trick of the Wind. 
LONDON, April 29.—The British War 


Office report issued tonight says: 
“Karvy this morning after a heavy 
bombardment and under cover of gas 


the enemy made two small attacks op- 
posite Hulluch, but were driven back. 
The gas broke back over the enemy 
trenches and the Germans were seen 
leaving their trenches and running to 
the rear on a front of about 7 yards. 
Judging by the number of ambulances 
seen coming up to Hulluch the enemy 
must have suffered considerable cas- 
valties from our artillery and his gas. 
The ground behind the enemy lines was 
colored by gas on a front of about 1000 
yards to adepth of 300 yards.” 


CHILE 10 USE INTERNED SHIPS 


Germans Agree to Allow Use of 
Three for Coast Trade. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, April 2.—Germany 
has acceded to the petition of the Gov-

Disturbances: in 
Dublin Gradually 
Being Put Down

ties at any point become too lively, the 
troops throw a few shells into the 
houses they occupy and such explosions 
have caused fires, while other fires 
have been started by the rebels them- 
selves. 


“They have barricaded Sackville 
street and are in possession of all the 
houses there, but they were shelled out 
of Liberty Hall by a gunboat on Tues- 
day and we occupied their headquarters 
immediately. They burned Linen Hall 
barracks and other small fires have 
occurred. 


“In the early stages of the revolt, 
the Sinn Feiners fired on the members 
o¢ the fire brigade, but later we cleared 
the area around the fires and the fire- 
men were able to extinguish the flames. 

“On Wednesday, the military arrange- 
ments were completed by the arrival 
of further reinforcements and the reb- 
els were hemmed fn in Sackville street.

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The work of disposing the troops to deal 
with the snipers occupied much time 
and care, but eventually this district 
and other rebel quarters were sur- 
reunded. Everything done has been 
carried out according to plana. 

“A big cordon has been drawn all 
around Dublin and shorter cordons 
around the inner districts. 

Men Landed From Fiecet. 
“Regarding the situation In the provir- 
ces on the whole, it is very good. We 
were naturally apprehensive lest there 
might be some response there to the 
Dublin movement. Fighting occurred tn 
Galway near Athenry, where the police 
now are In possession of the town, but 
the rebels are encamped in a ruined 
castle. There also has been fighting In 
a Galway town which the rebela at- 
tacked and compelled us to land men 
from the fleet to support the military. 

“Encounters took place at Enniscor- 
thy, County Wexford, and there were 
certain rebellious assemblages in Meath 
and Louth, but on the whole reports are 
that quiet prevails. This applies also to 
Cork, Limerick, Kerry, Clare, Kilken- 
ny, Mays, Sligo, Tipperary, Leitrim, 
Kildare, Roscommon and all of Ul- 
ster.”’ 

When asked concerning the origin and 
connections of the rebel movement with 
the Germans, the Viceroy said there 
Was an absolute certainty the rebellion 
was timed to take place with the knowl- 
edge of Germany and was intended to 
bring about the withdrawal of troops 
from England to Irelard. 

“As to the laniing of Sir Roger Case- 
ment,’” said Baron Wimborne, “that 
all was arranged in Germany with the 
connivance of the Sinn Feiners. On the 
night of his arrest a motor car upset 
into a river and the occupants who were 
drowned both wore Sinn Fein badges. 

“The Germans do not seem to have 
supplied the rebels with arms, which are 
of all descriptions, even including fow!-' 
ing pieces. A proclamation issued by 
the rebels announcing the foundation 
of the Irish republic was signed by seven 
persons, including J. T. ‘clark, Connoly, 
Pearce and McDermott.” 

Augustine Birrell, the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, who was present during 
the interview with the Viceroy, supple- 
mented his remarks by saying the situa- 
tion would be dealt with according 
martial law, which now ts in full opere- 


of the the right of a civil trial. Mr. Bir- 
rell was not overwilling to give informa- 
tion as to occurences, but he said he 
was satisfied the situation was well 
in hand and that the suppression of the 
movement was a matter of a short 
time. 

The visit of the Associated Press cor- 
respondent to the vice regal lodge fol- 
lowed a long drive in an open motor 
lorry through the disturbed sections of 
the city and past barricades where’ sol- 
diers knelt or lay down In replying 
to the rebel snipers. Occasionally bul- 
lets whistled overhead and the rattle 
of a machine gun was heard. 

Boys Watting for Bread Shot. 

No soldier is permitted to walk 
about without a rifle, as such a pro- 
ceeding would bring almost certain 
death. Citizens stood behind curtains 
and windows as the automobile ot the 
correspondent dashed by. Only a few 
ventured on the porches and they fear 
to go to the stores to obtain provi- 
sions. This fear was fully justified, ds 
the Associated Press correspondent saw 
two boys shot down while waiting at « 
bakery for bread. In other parts of the 
city also many civilian casualties were 
caused, but the number of either sol- 


could not be obtained. 

The rebels today have been confining 
their activities to sniping in varios 
parts of the city. The scenes of their 
operations have been circumscribed o

Sinn Fein Was Founded 10 Years 
Ago; Has Branches in U. &. 

The society, Sinn Fetn (pronounced 

“sin fane”) was founded more than 
10 years ago by Arthur Griffith, an 
Irish newspaper man. The Gaelic 
words composing its name mean 
“Ourselves Alone.” 
It is a patriotic, non-secret society 
whose aim ia to further what has 
been called the Irish renaissance, to 
teach the Irish people that out of 
themselves and through themselves 
they must build the future of thetr 
country. It has had branches tn the 
United States, their principal purpose 
being to foster the study of Gaelic. 

Befure the home rule crisis In 19123 
the society numbered about 10,000, In 
the exciting days that followed when 
the Uistermen were threatening 
ar.ned resistance to the establishment 
of home rule, its numbers were vast- 
ly augmented.

Boards Suburban Train With 
$9,500,000 Check, but Uses 
Commutation Ticket. 


TELLS OF OIL DEAL 


Gets So Wrapped Up in Figures 
He Forgets All About 
$250,000 He Made. 


John JT. Milliken of 1150 Belt avenue 
stepped aboard a Frisco suburban train 
at Union Station at 1:35 yesterday after- 
noon, with two precious possessions in 
his coat pocket. 

One was a certified check for $9,500,000 
and the other was a commutation ticket 
which saved him 15 cents on his #- 
mile ride to his country home at Cres- 
cent. Mo. The regular fare to Crescent 
is 60 cents, but the commutation ride is 
35 cents. 

There was a broad smile on Milliken’s 
face when he handed his commutation 
ticket to the conductor. He is a serious- 
minded man, but one of his standing 
jokes is that he saves 15 cents every 
time he rides to his St. Louis County 
*“bungalow.”’ 

24 Guest Rooms in Bungalow, 

This is one of the neatest little bunga- 
lows in these parts. For its foundation 
it has the profits of a messenger boy’s 
salary, the savings of a thrifty gold 
mine owner and the dividends of a gaso- 
line magnate, fortified from time to time 
with the acquisitions of a grain spec- 
lator. It covers more than an acre of 
ground and, in the event that ‘“‘com- 
pany” should drop in unexpectedly, 't 
has guest-room accommodations for 
24 visitors, with a bath connected with 
each room. 

Milliken’s latest acquisition of spend- 
ing money came from the sale of his 
Oklahoma ofl wells, refineries and pipe 
lines to the Sinclair Oil and Gas Cor- 
poration, controlled by Harry Sinclair, 
_ who stepped into the financial limelight 
last year as the angel of the Federal 
Baseball League. 

In telling a Post-Dispatch reporter 
about the sale of his Oklahoma oil in- 
terests yesterday Milliken came near 
forgetting a comparatively unimportant 
detail. In addition to $9,500,000 in cash 
he received $250,000 in stock of the Sin- 
clair Oil and ‘Gas Corporation. This 
stock has been paying a dividend of 
more than 6 per cent on e capitalization 
of $10,000,000 for the last five years. 

The new company, resulting from 
the merger of the Milliken and Sin- 
clair interests, has a capitalization of 
$50,000,000. 

Sounds Like Fairy Tale. 
q Milliken’s estimates of his profits 
from his Oklahoma oil properties is 
like a fairy tale. 

“T went into the oil business with 
an investment of $5000,” said Milli- 
ken to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“When I pulled out Friday I was 
practically the sole owner of a won- 
derfully rich field and for more than 
five years my profits, from this source 
alone, had been $300,000 a month. I 
didn't want to get mixed up in oil, 
because I was the principal owner of 
the Golden Cycle gold mine in Colo- 
rado which had paid me more than 
$3,000,009 in dividends in about six 
years. 

“My attention was called to the 
Oklahoma oll field by a man who had 
been secretary of the Golden Cycle 
company. I never would have gone 
into it but for the fact that my old 
friend, Frank Logan, a Chicago grain 
broker, decided to take a flyer !n oil. 
He agreed to invest $5000 and asked 
ine to invest an equal amount. 

“Logan quit after he had put in 
$60,000 in addition to his original in- 
vestment. I stuck, and I didn’t see 
any profit in sight until after | had 
put in $107,000. Evey then there was 
a constant call for additional invest- 
ment. 

“After taking more than $3,000,000 
in dividends from the Golden Cycle 
“old mine I soldit for $4,000,000 cash 
and put most of the money in the 
Oklahoma oil property.

“It has been said that 1 made nearly 
$20,000,000 on my gold mine and oi] deals. 
That is wrong. Counting my dividends 
as Clear profit | only made $3,000,000 out 
of the Golden Cycle mine and taking 
into account that I re-invested most of 
this money in the Oklahoma oil field, my 
net profit on yesterday’s sale of the oil 
Property is comparatively small.

ADVICE IS FOLLOWED 


Communications to Counteract 
“Peace”’ Plotters Are Sent 
to Washington. 


Many letters and telephone messages 
were received by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, commending the _ editorial 
“Windicate St. Louis,”” which was print- 
ec on the first page of Friday’s Post- 
Dispatch. In this editorial readers were 
urged to send to Speaker Clark and the 
Missouri delegation in Congress letters 
condemning the sentiment of the pro- 
German telegrams sent to Congressmen, 
by the thousand, from St. Louis in the 
past few days. A form letter to Speak- 
er Clark was given, for the use of those 
who might choose to sign and forward it. 

According to Hans Wulff of 1360 Union 
boulevard, a lawyer, who is in charge 
of the sending of the pro-German mes- 
sages, more than 14,000 telegrams, most 
of them in forms provided by him, have 
been sent to Congressmen from this 
city. These messages are demands for 
peace at any price, and, by implication, 
ask that Congress shall repudiae Presi- 
dent Wilson’s demands on Germany. 
Most of the telegrams were so worded 
as to assert that many others, besides 
the signer, shared the views expressed. 
A part of the messages were prepaid by 
the signers; the rest were paid for, ac- 
cording to Wulff, from the funds of 
the American Embargo League, which 
carries on a pro-German propaganda in 
Chicago. 

Telegrams Injured St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch, in its ‘‘Vindicate 
St Louis” editorial, pointed out the fact 
that this mass of pro-German tele- 
grams is injuring St. Louis in the eyes 
of the nation, by creating the impres- 
sion that it is a center of anti-Ameri- 
can sentiment. To overcofne this im- 
pression, the editorial said, it ig neces- 

ary that many St. Louisans shall write 
or wire their Congressmen, condemning 
the sentiment of the telegrams, and de- 
manding that they stand by the Presi- 
dent. 

The first day’s response to the edi- 
torial suggestion showed that many 
St. Louisans have followed the ad- 
vice of the Post-Dispatch, and have 
written or wired, urging their Con- 
gressmen to uphold the President. 

The Post-Dispatch will be glad to print 
letters from its readers, expressing 
their sentiments on this important is- 
sue. 

Along with letters commending the 
Post-Dispatch for its editorial, have 
come letters of an abusive sort, near- 
ly all of them anonymous. The Ger- 
man-American Alliance, Friday night, 
passed a resolution condemning the 
Post-Dispatch for having “abused and 
libeled Americans of German de- 
scent.” This resolution did not un- 
dertake to reply to the “Vindicate 
St. Louis” editorial, but cited an edi- 
torial printed Thursday, which urged 
the duty of supporting President WIil- 
son. Because of this editorial the 
alliance’s resolution declared the 
Post-Dispatch to be “antl-Ameri- 
can paper.” 

Post-Dispatch Position Upheld. 

Sixty. members of the Princeton 
Club, at their annual dinner Friday 
night, indorsed the position taken by 
the Post-Dispatch, and each of the 
60 wired to Speaker Clark the text 
of the form letter printed with the 
Post-Dispatch’s editorial. 

Five lawyers occupying a suite on 
the thirteenth floor of the Third Na- 
tional Bank Building, immediately on 
reading the Fost-Dispatch editorial, 
sent letters or telegrams to the St. 
Louis Congressmen, the Missouri 
Senators and Speaker Clark, urging 
them to stand by the President. The 
lawyers were Anthony A. O’Hallaron, 
William cC. Connett, F. L. Swarts, 
Abram Lowenhaupt and Dwight D. 
Currie, Letters from Currie and 
O’Hallaron are printed elsewhere in 
this issue of the Post-Dispatch} 

The Rev. Dr. John L. Brandt, pastor 
of the Tl irst Christian Church, tele- 
phoned to the Post-Dispatch last night, 
saying: 

“I approve of the stand the Post-Dis- 
patch has taken. I was wondering 
what paper would have the courage to 
do that very thing. The telegrams 
which have been sent, as the result of 
coaching by an organization, do not ex- 
press the real sentiment of a major- 
ity of the people of St. Louis, I feel 
sure.”’ 

Hans Wulff, in charge of the pro- 
German telegrams, said yesterday 
that 5000 of the telegrams had been 
sent “through the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery, under the _ direction »f 
August A. Busch.’’ Busch, when asked 
about this, said he had permitted the 
circulation of form telegrams in the 
brewery, and that he did not think 
more than 200 employes signed them. 
“That {s all I know gebout it,” he 
added. 

It was learned that the forms were 
circulated, and signatures obtained, in 
the other breweries, including Lemp’s, 
and the brewerles of the St. Louis 
Brewing Association and the Inde- 
pendent Brewing Co. Money to pre- 
pay the dispatches was collected from 
those who would give it, and the 
messages signed by the rest were 
forwarded at the expense of the pro- 
German fund.

Ger- 
many, he continues, has ever been a 
friendly country to us, never having 
sunk an American ship, fired on our 
flag, hired savages to slaughter us, 
set foot on our soil or burned our 
capitol. Stites urges consideration 
of the benefits and advantages gained 
by this country, due to German in-

A well-known Louis lawyer, who 
asked that his name be not. printed, 
writes congratulating the Post-Dispatch 
for ‘‘being resoluted against by the Ger- 
man Alliance, alias German-American 
Alliance.’’

TRIAL OF MEN WHO KILLED 
MRS. BATES SET FOR MAY 24 
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Two Deputy Sheriffs and Policeman 
Neithg@ Ask for Change of Venue 
Nor Separate Trials. 
TUCSON, Ariz., April 29.—The trial of 
Deputy Sheriffs Johns and Wiley and 
Policeman Salazar, for the -murder of 
Mrs. John ‘Savage Bates, daughter of 
Julius S. Walsh, St. Louis banker, was 
today set by Judge Smith for May 24. 
The three, in an automobile, pursued 
Mrs. Bates and her husband, Capt. 
Bates, on the night of April 11, as they 
were on their way home in their auto- 
mobile, and fired on the car, killing 
Mrs. Bates. They said afterward that 
they were hunting the perpetrator of a 
supposed robbery, and that they shouted 

an order to halt, before firing. 

It developed that no robbery had been 
committed, but that a false report of a 
robbery had been made in a telephone 
inessage to the Sheriff. 

No application for a change of venue, 
or for a separate trial was made by anv 
of the three defendants, althou,sh both 
actions had been predicted. 

According to the testimony of the de- 
fendcnts at the Coroner’s inquest, Johns 
lired the first shot, which, according i» 
Capt. Bates, was the shot which killed 
Mrs. Bates. 
Immedia'‘ely after setting the trial 
date, the court began consideration of 
an application for a restraining order 
and writ of certiorari, to delay the spe- 
cial election set for May 22, for the re- 
call of Sheriff korbes. The recall pro- 
posal resulted from the Bates tragedy, 
and from the killing of two Mexicans, 
nearly a year before, by other deputies 
of Forbes. ;

Club at luncheon, at the home of Mrs. 

Ray Carter, 8 Portland place, and at 
the Central Public Library, heard her 
story of her personal experiences close 
to the firing line in landers. 

The society which Mme. O’Gorman 
represents in her campaign to raise 
funds has charge of 600 hospitals in 
Irench and Belgian territory, she said, 
and she has been the active head of one 
of these since it was established shortly 
after the beginning of the war. 

“TI was in Antwerp when it was bom- 
barded by the enemy,’ ’said Mme, O’Gor- 
man. “Ll was also in Malines during 
the bombardment of that place. 

‘“‘In Malines I was in charge of a hos- 
pital in which we had about 4 patients 
on the morning of the day the shelling 
of the town began. Before nightfall 
the number of wounded in our care had 
been increased to more than 600. 

“Fortunately for some time during 
the early part of the day the build- 
ing in which we were quartered was 
not struck by the shell fire, but I 
thought it best to have all the pa- 
tients taken into the cellar and this 
was done. 

“We had no water in the house and 
it was necessary to draw what we 
used from a well in the yard. The 
shells were dropping thick all about 
the house and the building itself 
had been struck many times late in 
the afternoon. We had run out of 
water and the wounded were suffer- 
ing terribly because we could get 
none. Two men who had voluntered 
to get water from the well had been 
killed and I feared to permit others 
to try it. 

“Late in the evening it was indi- 
cated the troops could hold out but 
little longer against the enemy, and 
I decided to retreat with the army. 
Having heard stories of crueities and 
depredations by the enemy I decided 
to take with me in the motorbus 
transport as many of the wounded in 
my care as possible. 

“This plan was followed. Of course, 
we could not take all the wounded, 
and many of those we did take died 
during the retreat from the effects 
of the’ bumping of the motorbusses. 
We could not stop to Lury these un- 
fortunates and merely laid their 
bodies by the roadside and went on. 


“In the early part of the war I fre- 
quently assisted in taking wounded sgol- 
diers from the trenches to the hospital 
camps. The scarcity of men for this 
sort of work tmade it imperative that 
the women do it. 

‘Kew realize that in a war of the sort 
now being waged in Europe the civitan 
population suffers equally with the sol- 
diers in the armies. As a matter of fact 
the soldiers are better cared for, as all 
of the regular hospitals and nearly all 
of the doctors are at their disposal. 
‘Families throughout Flanders and 
Brittany have been scattered by this

Wilson pointed out that the trip from 
the farm to the railroad, over dirt 
roads, is the most expensive that the 
farmers’ products have to take. It 
costs a Clay County farmer $2.30, he 
said, to haul a ton of products 10 miles 
over dirt roads. Illinois, he gaid, 
ranked twenty-second in road improve- 
ment. He pleaded with farmers who 
were not on the roads first to be im- 
proved to support the bond issue. “If 
good reads are not started,” he said, 
“they will never reach you, Put them 
first where they are needed most and 
afterward they will branch out every- 
where.”’

FRENCH LICK, Ind., April 29.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt is definitely out of the 
running as a probable nominee of the 
Republican national convention, if the 
group of national politicians from the 
Mast claiming to speak for more than 
half of the delegates to the Chicago 
convention, who have just finished a 
three-days’ session here, are to be be- 
lieved. 

All preliminary plans for the conven- 
tion, now only five weeks away, are go- 
ing forward upon this’ supposition, 
which became a fixed opinion in their 
minds this week, say these leaders. Ac- 
cording to them, the Massachusetts }-1- 
mary result cinched earlier estimates of 
what could and would happen. The con- 
ference broke up last night, to be re- 
sumed in Washington, Monday morn- 
ing. In Washington the entire 
gram for the Chicago convention is to 
be made, barring only tte selection of 
the presidential candidate, 

One possible obstacle to their plan is 
the condition in Pennsylvania, where it 
is not yet a certainty, that Senator 
Penrose can secure control of the big 
eight of that otate’s bunch of 68 dele- 
gates. The present arrangements are 
being discussed upon the premise that 
Penrose’s organization will win the pri- 
marres May 16. 

Concede Hoosevelt 175 Votes. 

The figures that were made in French 
Lick, based upon inside returns froin 
all over the country, assert that at no 
stage of the convention can Col. Roose- 
velt line up more than 175 votes.

NEW YORK, April 28.—Jack Dillon ts 
one of the best fighting men ever de- 
veloped in this country.

He 
beats his opponents, from clever Bat- 
tling Levinsky up to the big, rough 
oues, too consistently. Dillon’s latest 
is a letter sent out by his manager of- 
fering to stop Fred Fulton within 10 
rounds or give his services without re- 
ceiving “a cent of the purse.” 

Dillon must have confidence in 
himself to challenge a immnan six feet 
six inches tall and weighing 217 pounds. 
Dillon wanted to fight Willard, who is 
six: feet seven inches tall and weighs 
zoo» =pounds. Probably he thought by 
beating the next in size he might force 
delayed recognition by other heavy- 
‘eights who have been getting biz 
purses for ordinary performances. 

Barely over middleweight*class, and 
not gifted with the height and lons 
reach that made Bob Fitzsimmons a 
terror among the heavies when he was 
nuddleweight champion, Dillon is do- 
ing ail of his fighting in the heavy- 
weight division, and without barring any 
opponent. 

It isn’t Dillon’s fault that he hasn't 
met the men nearest the top in the 
heavyweight class. He has knocked out 
s> many heavyweights that the “big 
fellows’ can’t be dragged into a ring 
with him. The style in which he 
knocked out big Tom Cowler put a 
crusher on any hope Dillon may have 
entertained of getting matches with 
Krank Moran, Jim Coffey, etc. . _ 

Probably the best heavyweight in New 
York today is Charlie Weinert. Dillon 
has fought Weinert twice. The first 
time he stopped Weinert in Philadel- 
phia. The second time he beat Weinert 
badly here in New York. Neither Mo- 
ran nor Coffey is anxious to have any- 
thing to do with a man who can whip 
Weinert, for they have Weinert on the 
blacklist themselves. Without a doubt 
both Dillon and Weinert can beat Cof- 
fey. A Dillon-Coffey or a W einert- 
Coffey bout would draw a great house. 
Dillon and Weinert are both willing. 
You don’t see Billy Gibson hustling 
around to match Coffey with them. He's 
too wise. 

Dillon Has Beaten Weinert. 

Moran. being as rugged and hardy as 
Dillon and Weinert, could meet either 
on even, or fairly even, terms. But fn 
either match he'd risk being hammered 
down from the position he has gained 
by twice knocking out Coffey and by 
boxing 10 rounds with Champion Wil- 
lard. Where he is Moran can make 
money until he’s beaten. He won't hunt 
for trouble.

It was reasonably sure that 
$60,000,000 net earnings for a Steel 
Corporation quarter and $215,000,000 
monthly export surpluses in the coun- 
try’s foreign trade would reach and 
pass their maximum before many 
months, as it was that annual gold 
poms of $451,000,000 and autumn 
surplus bank reserves of $224,000,000 
could not continue.

Poultry Pointers. 


The best mixture for whitewash I 
know of is the one used by the 
United States Government. Here it 
is: Take a half-bushel of unslacked 
lime, slack with boiling water, cover 
to keep in steam. Strain through a 
fine sieve or strainer, add a peck of 
salt, preferably dissolved beforehand, 
three pounds of ground rice boiled to 
a paste, stir in while hot half-pound 
of Spanish whiting and one pound 
of glue, previously dissolved. Add 
about five gallons of hot water to 
the mixture, stir well, and let it 
stand for a few days. Apply hot. One 
pint covers one yard. Will withstand 
the weather and will not rub off. 


People living on rented premises 
should purchase portable houses or 
build movable ones.

It is the foundation upon which 
the other two tactors must rest, ani 
without which they will be utterly use- 
less. The importance of using strong, 
vigorous, fully tnature breeding stock is 
increased tenfoll when their progeny 
must grow to mvturity under artificial 
surroundings. None but birds with a 
clean bill of health and which have been 
carefully selected with the ‘‘constitution- 
al vigor’ requirement _placed first, 
should have a vlace in the breeding pen 
of the intensive peu.tryman 


The Place of Environment. 

For the purpceses of this discussion, 
environment muy be briefly defined as 
the sum total of the conditions and sur- 
roundings in which the chick is placed 
“from shell to showroom.” Environment 
may be said to be of two kinds, natura! 
and artificial. The former is provideca 
by nature, whiie artificial environment 
is usually providea by man in spite of 
gature. Everyone should know that nat- 
ural environment is ideal for growing 
poultry. Free range, grassy runs, nat- 
ural shade, all of these combine to make 
the growing chick a “thing of beautv 
and a joy forever.’ Stock raised under 
such conditions rarely presents the per- 
plexing problen's which the intensixe 
poultryman daily faces. 

Since it is true that satisfactory re- 
sults are most easily obtained where 
chicks are raised under natural condi- 
tions, those why have only artificial en- 
vironment should seek to imitate nature 
as closely as possible. Free range means 
an abundance of exercise. Plenty cf 
exercise means bealth, strength and 
vitality. Chicks raised in _ restricted 
quarters must be compelled to exercise. 
This can best be @one bv making them 
scratch for the bulk of their daily foor 
from the time they are three days old 
until they are mature. dt is surprising 
to see how chicks less than a week oid 
will scratch and exercise if their feed 
is scattered in 2 litter of finely cut 
clover or alfalfa. 

Again, free ranze means freedom frotn 
filth, contaminated runs, etc., one of thie 
most important secrets of satisfactory 
results. To succeed under intensive con- 
ditions, we must make cleanliness our 
watchword. The brooding and roosting 
quarters, drinking vessels, etc., must not 
only be kept scri:pulously clean, but the 
yards and runs muct be kept spaded up 
and loose, so tha: the air and sun, na- 
ture’s disinfectants, can help keep the 
soil free from disease germs. 

Free range alsu means freedom from 
overcrowding. It.e intensive poultryman 
must be especia!!y careful to avoid thia 
evil. tt gives rise to more troubles than 
most .any other condition met with 
where the chicks are raised in limited 
quarters. Better a hundred chicks prop- 
erly housed and well raised than 2 
poorly developed and unprofitable on 
account of overc.owding 


The Feeding Problem, 

Here again we must seek to imitate 
nature as closely as possible. We must 
remember that the chick in its naturai 
state has access to quite a large vu 
riety of foods. ‘There are not only the 
seeds and grains, but there are bugs and 
worms and tender grasses and greens 
These three classes of foods must 
constantly proved for the intensive 
chicks If best resiits are to be secure: 


De 


foods We have tle necessary seeds and 
grains. The next problem is to provide 
some sort of meat 
bugs and worms, Tor this purpose noth 


milk, which may be kept before them 
at all times. In the absence of these 
beef scraps should always form a part vf 
the ration. 

Then there is the green food. This 
they must have from the time they. are 
a week old. Clipped sprouted oats ma) 
always be prov.ced without much trou- 
ble. Lettuce is aiso good, and a very 
small plot of cround will produce an 
almost endless supply of it. During tle 
growing months the run, no matter how 
small, should be aivided into two parts 
so that green feed can always be gro'- 
ing in one division while the youngstcrs 
are rurining on the other. 

In this brief diacussion there has beer, 
no attempt to cive specific directions, 
as these may (te found in articies which 
have preceded ond in that will 
follow We have simply tried to show 
that the biggest secret of success with 
noultry under conditions les 
‘mn the imitating cf nature just as close-

“What is the matter with Missouri?” 
was the question discussed yesterday, 
in a meeting clesed to reporters, by 
heads ef State departments and insti- 
tutions and directors of the Federation 
of Missouri Commercial Clubs, 

A partial report of the proceedings 
was given out after the meeting. Allen 
H. Hinchey of St. Louis, who acted as 
secretary, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that, according te offcial statistics read 
at the meeting, Missouri! has not been 
keeping her proper rank among States 
in some respects, At the same time, 
he said, an improvement was shown in 
some particulars ever figures collected 
in the past few years by the Federa- 
tion of Commercial Clubs, 

Among those at the conference were 
Dr. A. Ross Hill, president ef the Uni- 
versity of Missouri; Jewell Mayes, sec- 
retary of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture; A. L, McRae, director of the 
Rollo School of Mines; Richard Dalton 
of the State Agricultural Commission; 
A. A. Coult, president of the State 
Poultry Board; Dean F. B. Mumford of 
the State Agricultural College; Dr. 
John R. Kirk, president of the State 
Normal Scheol at Kirksville; Dr. BE. L. 
Hendricks, president or the State Nor- 
mal School at Warrensburg; Dr. Ira 
Richardson, president of the State Ncecr- 
mal School at Maryville; Prof. J. H. 
Scarborough of the Warrensburg Nor- 
mal; H. A. Buehler, State Geologist; H. 
L. Marks of Carthage and W. H. Stub- 
blefield Jr. of Cape Girardeau. William 
H. Bloomer, field secretary of the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
Co., presided, 


Farmers Need Banking Chance. 
W. L. Nelson, asistant secretary of 


the State ~Board of Agriculture, told 
the delegates that within 1900 and 1910, 
the period covered by the last national 
census, 450,000 farmers had left Mis- 
sour! te take up their work in other 
States. He reported, however, that 
there has been a distinct advance in 
Agriculture throughou* the State dur- 
ing the last year, and that fruit, farm 
and dairy products will show an in- 
crease for the last year. 

In discussing this particular report, 
T. C. Beasley, president of the Com- 
mercial Club of Chillicothe, said that 
the system of banking in farming dis- 
tricts must be changed so as to give 
the farmer some chance. 

Resolutions were adopted by the del- 
egates as follows: 

Resolutions Adopted. 

Indorsing a program for a social 
and economic survey of the resources 
of Missouri. 

Introduction of methods to reduce 
fire rates and losses throughout the 
State. 

Supporting the efforts of the asso- 
ciation to increase the number of 
county agents throughout the State. 

To work for seed-testing methods in 
each county of the State. 

To assist avork for pure seed and 
feed laws. 

To formulate plans for a closer co- 
operation between merchants and 
farmers. 

Indorsing the movement for a re- 
Vision of the State Constitution. 
President Bloomer was authorized to 

#ppoint a committee to aid in the carry- 
ing out of these resolutions. 

The representatives of State depart- 
ments and institutions each presented 
one definite suggestion as to aid that 
night be rendered by the federation, but 
the suggestions were not made public. 

Secretary Hinchey said that reports 
made by the delegates to the confer- 
ence showed a great improvement in the 
eendition of rural schools throughout 
the State. He said that during the last 
year many of the one-room buildings 
have been enlarged and that an un- 
usual gain has been shown tn the dairy 
business of the State. He declined to 
give the figures presented at the con- 
ference,

Harris Teachers’ College Principal, 
in City Clab Address, Points 
Out National Trend. 

The national trend toward the estab- 
lishment of municipal universities and 
the need of one in St. Louis, was the 
theme of an address by Prof. John W. 
Withers, principal of the Harris Teach- 
ers’ College, at the City Club yester- 
day. Besides Prof. Withers, there were 
present as guests of the club, the prin- 
cipals of the St. Louis high schools 
and a number of persons interested in 
the advancement of public education. 
Although there are but six municipal 
universities In the United States, Prof, 
Withers stated that the idea of estab- 
lishing them is rapidly spreading 
through American educational cifcles. 
The cities which are sites of such 
schools, are Cincinnati, Teledo and 
Akron, 0., New York, Louisville, Ky., 

and Charleston, 8S. C., 

The increasing importance ef the 
American city in ratio to that of the 
smaller towns was attributed as the 
main reasen for the growing need of 
the schools.

PROMISE THE STATE 
A BUSINESS RULE 


Rival Republican Candidates 
Address Tenth Congressional 
District Convention at Clayton. 


TELL OF QUALIFICATIONS 


The People, Not Ward Political 
Committees, Will Name the 
Candidate, They Say. 


Former Supreme Judge Henry Lamm 
of Sedalia, and Charles D. Morris of 
St. Joseph, rival candidates for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor, de- 


livered speeches before the delegates 
of the Tenth Congressional District con- 
vention at Clayton yesterday. Each 
speaker outlined his views of the quali- 
fications of a Governor. 

Judge Lamm, who spoke first, said 

that when he went on the Supreme 
bench he found it involved in partisan 
politics, and that one of his first du- 
ties was to help take it out of politics. 
He said there was no place for politics 
on the Supreme bench, and that the 
highest court of the State should stand 
for nothing but justice. 
He said also that he helped to over- 
turn a long line of decisions which had 
held that, in the event of fraud in elec- 
tions, the ballot boxes could not be 
opened. He said it was one of the 
proudest days of his life whén he helped 
to hand down a decision providing that 
the fraud could be pursued into the bal- 
lot box and uprooted. 

*“‘Remember this,’”’ Judge Lamm sald, 
“a man may be a mighty good talker 
and be able to make a flaming speech, 
and not make a good Governor. We 
have an orator as Governor now, and 
just think what we've got.”’ 

“And also a tango artist,’’ suggested 
former Judge Matt Reynolds, chairman 
of the convention. 

Cannot Dance at All. 

“Speaking of tangoing,’’ Judge Lamm 
continued, “I can’t dance at all. My old 
daddy and mammy never taught me 
how, and since I have grown to man- 
hood life has been too serious for me 
to learn.’’ 

Judge Lamm warned the Republicans 
not to get into fights that would make it 
impossible to win a victory in Novem- 
ber. He said that he was a friend of 
Morris and would never utter an unkind 
word against him. He made no men- 
tion of John E. Swanger of Sedalia, 
who is the politicians’ candidate for 
Governor. He said that a Governor 
ought not to be allowed to run for any 
office while he was in office, and that 
the State Constitution had purposely 
limited him to one term to prevent the 
abuse of power of the office to per- 
petuate a Governor in office. 

He said that questions far above 
those of patronage and pie ought to 
occupy the minds of the Republicans in 
this campaign. The Democratic party 
in the State, he sald, should be ar- 
raigned as a failure. 

In cl&Bing his speech, Judge Lamm 
said that he did not deny that he was 
a lawyer and had been a Judge. 

‘Some people undertake to say that I 
am not a business man,” he said, ‘“‘but, 
after having spent a lifetime advising 
my clients in their business affairs, and 
10 years on the Supreme bench going 
into the intricate problems of business 
and writing decisions, when you unde:- 
take to say that I am not a business 
man you make the same mistake that 
some others are making when they say 
I am 130 years old—which is not true.” 

Judge Lamm was generously ap- 
plauded., 

Morris, in his speech, paid a high 
tribute to Judge Lamm. He said he re- 
garded him as the most distinguished 
lawyer in Missouri, and thought the Re- 
publican party make a mistake when it 
failed to keep him on the Supreme bench 
for life. 

People Going to Name Governor, 

Morris, having apparently in mind 
the movement on foot by the Kiel- 
Schmoll-Graves faction of the Republi- 
can City Committee of St. Louis, to vote 
an indorsement of Swanger, declared 
that no ward committees were going to 
name the next Governor of Missouri, but 
that the people themselves would exer- 
cise that right in the primary election 
Aug. 1. He said that committees might 
do well to cut out their ‘“twaddling 
questioning’’ and scheming with can. 
dates, because the people were more 
powerful than committees. 

‘Do the people of Missouri want a 
hand-shaker, a jollier or a tangoer 
for Governor?” he asked. “I think 
the Republicans will want to know, 
firet, if the candidate is qualified for 
the job; whether he would be credi- 
table to the party, honest, and a man 
of his word. Then, what his affilia- 
tions are, who the men are behind 
him, what course he will pursue as 
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Governor, and finally, if he was a 
Republican.” 

Morris took another slap at the 
Swanger movement by declaring that 
Governors could not be made by 
drilling candidates in private con- 
ferences. 

“When I was in tne southern part 
of the State I heard some one say 
he could not vote for a certain candi- 
date because he was too wet, and an- 
other say that he could not vote for 
another candidate because he was too 
dry.” Morris said. 

“I do not think the people are £0 
much interested in those issues, but 


date is honest and capable. If I am 
elected Governor, I'll take the police, 
Excise and Election Boards of the 
cities out of politics. If you don’t 
want that kind of a Governor, I don't 
want you to vote for me. We have 
just elected a Republican Mayor in 
the Democratic city of St. Joseph be- 
cause the Democratic administration 
played politics with these boards. The 
people want to wear their sovereignty 
under their own hat bands, and they 
are not going to stand for it béing 
interfered with by S@ate boards. The 
people are set against that sort of 
business.” 


Morris said the State was suffering 


now because there has been a politi- 
cal administration in Jefferson City 
instead of a business administration. 
He pledged himself to administer the 
affairs of the State in a business-like 
manner, if elected. 

Candidates for other State offiees 
also made speeches after the other 
business of the convention was trans- 
acted.

STARTER SYSTEM, 
NEWEST FEATURE, 
S LEAST KNOWN 


Post-Dispatch Motor Expert Ad- 
vises on Care, Inspection and 
Operation of Self-Starter 
and Car Lighting.

A very few years ag6 the automobile 


owner did not conceive of having his | 
motor cranked and his lamps lighted ty 
electricity. When the first electric seif- 
starting and lighting system appearea 
many were very skeptical as to its prac- 
tical efficiency. At first annoying trou- 
bl«: were experienced, but gradually 
these were eliminated by efficient en- 
gineers, who devoted much time to 
working out a practical starting and 
lighting device. 

For a time there was much discussion 
as ot the merit of self-starters. Some 
manufacturers even refused to appls 
these devices to their cars, believing 
that the additional complications inci- 
dent thereto would cause a loss of sales. 
}lowever, the opposite happened. The 
great value and conveniences of electric 
starting and lighting was quickly appre 
clated by the automobile purchaser and 
within a very short time he demanded 
it. Then it was that most every manu- 
facturer overtaxed his engineering de- 
partments with plans and problems in 
working out and building various de- 
vices to meet the public demand. In 
some cases the results were satisfac- 
tory and in others disastrous. In fact 
it might be stated that at one time the 
efficient starting and lighting system 
rlaced certain cars in the lead, which 
handicap has been very hard to over- 
come. On the other hand, some good 
Cars were condemned and set back by 
employing inefficient and crude methods 
of starting. - 


Must Be Abuse Proof. 
U Sdnubeedity the best engineering tal- 


ent, both electrical and mechanical, has 
devoted much time during the past few 
years to perfecting various systems. 
Much capital has been employed and 
much wasted. Like any invention, me- 
chanical or otherwise, it may work out 
well on paper, but prove inefficient in 
practice. The automobile is subjected 
to so much abuse in the hands of in- 
competent operators that to produce a 
simple and effective method of electric 
starting has been a severe tax upon the 
engineering forces of most every manu- 
facturerm Today there is hardly a car 
without a full electric starting and 
lighting system. In fact, no one would 
think of investing more than $500 for an 
automobile without it. 

The subject of electric starters is ex- 
tensive and cannot be discussed here in 
detail. It may be said that there are 
many very efficient methods employed 
at present on different makes of cars.

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ticular make of car than another. Then 
again the engineering departments cf 
factories may differ as to the merits of 
various systems and accordingly employ 
the kind they approve. 

It is safe to state that with the pres- 
sent advanced development of the vari- 
ous systems the purchaser of an auto- 
mobile need not permit this factor to 
necessarily influence his purchase. It ts 
not the purpose of this article to dis- 
criminate against or elaborate upon anv 
particular system or any particular 
method of starting and lighting, but 
rather to give a simple explanation of 
how a modern system is employed. 

In the above chart are two views of a 
power plant, one showing the right hand 
side with electric starting motor at- 
tached as shown at ‘‘B’’ and the other 
the left-hand side with electric genera- 
tor attached, as snown at “F.’’ This par- 
ticular method ernploys two units. In 
the complete starting and lighting Syée- 
tem there are other important factors, 
such as the storage battery, regulator. 
ammeter, starting switch, fuse box, 
starting motor drive, etc. 

At “E’’ is shown a three-cell, six-volt 
80-ampere hour storage battery. When 
the starting switch is pressed down by a 


pedal or some cther device the electric

at “D’’ on the flywheel case. The cur- 
rent from the battery causes the start- 
ing motor armaczure shaft to rotate very 
rapidly, At “A,” “BY and “C” are 
shown views of this armature shaft witb 
gear “B,’’ which meshes with the gear 
on the rim of the flywheel. On the ex- 
tension of the avniature shaft is a hol- 
low sleeve, ‘‘A,”’ having a coarse screw 
thread cut on the outside. Gear ‘‘B” 1s 
screwed onto tho sleeve and is free t9 
move forward anc backward when the 
sleeve is turned. The armature shaft 
drives the sleeve through a heavy coil 
spring, “‘C,”’ so the sudden starting of 
the armature shaft causes the gear to 
move backward along the threads until 
it meshes with teeth cut in the rim of 
the engine flywheel. 

When the gear is fully meshed it 
comes up against a stop and then turns 
with the sleeve, thus allowing the start- 
ing motor to turn the flywheel, which 
cranks the engine. It may be noted 
that the coil spring furnishes a very 
flexible drive which prevents the load 
being thrown on the starting motor too 
suddenly when the gear comes up 
against the stop and starts to rotate 
with the sleeve. As soon as the motor 
is started the flywheel then begins driv- 
ing the gear “‘B’’ much faster than the 
starting motion could possibly drive it. 
This causes the gear to unscrew and 
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move forward out of mesh with the 
teeth on the flywheel, permitting the 
engine to run free. As soon as the foot 
is taken from the switch, which should 
be immediately after the engine takes 
up its cycle, the starting motor comes 
to rest. 

Only two wires are used in this sys- 
tem, one from the starting switch to 
the battery and the other from switch 
to the starting motor. The circuit 's 
ccmpleted by grounding the starting 
motor and the battery. 

The starting motor needs very little 
attention except to keep the collector 
brushes and commutator clean; also the 
bearings lubricated occasionally. If the 
commutator becomes corroded or the 
brushes badly worn poor results will be 
obtained. Uusually this instrument is 
£0 arranged that mud or dirt will not 
penetrate the vital parts, Proper lubri- 
cation is very essential and an occasion. 
al inspection should be made for this; 
likewise for loose terminals, which may 
be loosened by vibration. 

The electric current for the lamps, 
horn, starting motor and ignition {is 
drawn from the storage battery, which 
is kept charged by a simple six-volt 
generator such as shown at ‘“‘F.”’ 


igniter and Disatributer. 
The igniter and distributer is shown 


¢ “G.”” Generator “‘I’’ is driven by an 
extension of the fan pulley shaft 
through a flexible coupling. The dutv 
of this is to generate current for stor- 
age battery and maintain it at the 
maximum point of efficiency at ll 
times. If it were not for the generator 
the storage battery supply would soon 
be exhausted due to the amount of cur- 
rent constantly consumed by using the 
ignition system, the starting motor and 
the lights. 

The generator is so designed that 
when the engine is running an ample 
supply of current is generated for the 
Purpose needed, without drawing from 
the battery. However, since the motor 
is subjected to great speed variation 
some regulating device is necessary to 
ecntrol the current output. For this 
purpose a regulator is attached, which 
automatically cuts in or cuts out the 
circuit as needed. This is a simpie 
device, which when once adjusted, sel- 
dom needs attention and is usually lo- 
cated behind the dash. Likewise, a 
current indicator is also provided, 
which serves to silently inform the 
operator as to how much, iff any, cur- 
rent is being generated while the motor 
is idle. This instrument is usually lo- 
cated on the dash in plain view of the 
operator. 

Then again the fuse box and lighting 
switch constitutes another important 
fuctor. Switches, of course, control the 
current to the various lights, similar tu 
any ordinary electric lighting switch. At 
the fuse box will be found several fusey 
controlling the various electrio circuits,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 2.— 
With a view of helping to eliminate 
fraudulent schemes devised to mulct 
owners of automobiles through mis- 
leading direct-by-mail advertising, the 
Nationai Vigilance Committee of the As- 
sociated Advertising Clubs of the World 
has announced at national headquarters 
here that it will co-operate with the 
American Automobile Association, 
which has started a crusade againat 
such practices. 

Investigations by Richard 
Cleveland, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the American Atitomobile 
Association, have disclosed a number of 
‘co-operative’ organizations which 
offer members automobile accessories, 
supplies and tires at ridiculously low 
prices. Evasion is one of the prin- 
cipal assets of these organizations, ae- 
cording to the information given Mr. 
Lee. 

The National Vigilance Committee of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs will 
be aided in this work by the vigilance 
committeeg of approximately 140 local 
advertising clubs in all parts of the 
United States and Canada. 

“The National Vigilance Committee 
of the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World,” said Merle Sidener, chair- 
man of the committee, ‘‘is interested in 
building greater confidence in all adver- 
tising. Now that the fraud and the 
faker have been barred from the col- 
umns of respectable newspapers and 
other periodicals, these schemers are 
using the accommodating postage stamp 
to circulate their misleading literature. 
This is an abuse of advertising and an 
abuse of public confidence which can- 
not be tolerated. Our committee is 
glad to join hands with the American 
Automobile Association in the suppres- 
sion of frauds practiced on automobile 
which have their inception in 
deceptive advertising.’’

Vera Wears Same Uni- 
form as Men Companions, and 
Shares Difficulties of Campaign 


TANJA CHARMING AMAZON 


Sister of Charity Captures Hos- 
tile French When Masculine 
Troops Hesitate to Attack. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
IN RUSSIA, March 29.—It was near 
Novasiolky. The Russian troops were 
streaming up to the forests to the south 
of Styr, in order to drive home the 
victory that had been gained. The Rus- 
sians had taken Novasiolky by assault 
from the Germans, turned the Austrian 
trench and captured 2000 prisoners. The 
defeated Germans were bombarding the 
village, which was soon in flames. They 
were about to counter attack, in an at- 
tempt to regain the lost positions. 

For the Russianz it was a question of 
holding what had been won, repulsing 
the enemy, breaking his Nnes and oocu- 
pying to as great a depth as possible 
the forests into which he hoped to be 
able to retire in case of danger. 

The reserve regiments were concealed 
in the woods. The men were smoking 
and eating around the camp fires, and, 
with eyes that had become indifferent 
to misfortune, waiching the long pro- 
cessions of prisoners and wounded. 
Slowly the new regiments marched in 
the direction of the enemy, to continue 
the attacks or replace the exhausted 
troops. An interminable line of gray 
forms issued from the forest, and en- 
tered the plain to the south of the Styr. 


Eyes of a Woman, 
Suddenly a soldier quit the ranks an‘ 


slipped ahead, in front of the others. 
The soldier had hair falling over his 
shoulders and the eyes of a woman. 

A British correspondent questioned his 
companions. They replied: 

“Yes, it is a woman. Have you never 
heard of this Vera ——, a good and brave 
eoldier, why has been decorated?’’ 

The correspondent expressed astonish- 
ment, and his companions continued: 

“Certainly, there is a rule against 
women entering the ranks; but the au- 
thorities shut their eyes to a few ex- 
ceptions, which they seem to think are 
quite innocent. Al the beginning of the 
war some women managed to get on the 
register under men’s names. There were 
at first some who wanted to follow a 
husband, fiance, or father And as their 
conduct left nothing to be desired—you 
will understand ‘that the least weak- 
ness would easiiy have been discovered 
—there seemed to be no reason for re- 
fusing to thé wife or sweetheart of a 
deserving soldier the sweet comfert of 
a companionship which did no injury to 
the service. There was no need for 
special measures for removing these ele- 
ments if they proved to be hurtful to 
discipline; one had only to apply thw 
rule which had been previously ignored. 
On the other hand, the women who are 
inspired only by martial idealism and 
patriotic sentiments are rare. Vera is 
one of them.’’ 

No Timidity, Ne Coquetry. 

Vera, strongly built, has a high color 
and large eyes that betray no timidity or 
coquetry. She wears precisely the same 
uniform as her comrades, with whom 
she shares all the difficulties of the 
campaign. She had been wounded, and 
so the authorities became cegnigant of 
her sex. 

In Volhynia the Russian troops had 
been camped in the forests for weeks 
and weeks. They had been subject to 
all the inclemency and harshness of the 
weather and life in the open air—wind 
and rain and intolerable cold during the 
long nights when no fires were allowed. 
None of this had had any effect on the 
spirit of the men. But there ig a factor 
which must be taken into aceount in 
explaining certain phenemena among al! 
the armies in the field, It is the absence 
of female society. 

Thus for several weeks these sol- 
diers had not seen even thd shadow of a 
woman. On the day when they teok the 
few villages on the other bank of the 
Styr the inhabitants returned in a long 
procession to gee what had remained 
of their homes after all the disasters. 
There were a few girls who had come 
back with their parents sitting near the 
soldiers on the wooden beams that had 
been collected together for the purpose 
of strengthening the bridges, hastily 
built during the night. But the asol- 
diers, all young men, chatted among 
themselves and took no notice of the 
women, who, tt may be remarked, were 
not without pretentions to freshness an 
heauty. Nothing that the correspondent 
had seen in Russia during the war had 
made such an impresion on him as this 
curious indifference to female society.

In one of the regiments serving in 
Calicia was another woman soldier, An 
officer said that the men had concealed 
the sex of one of their comrades from 
the authorities. The officer himself had 
discovered the truth accidentally. Iie 
wished to take the soldier as his orderly 
on account of “his’’ geod conduct and 
youth, and had summoned “him” to his 
quarters. He was struck by the face 
and eyes; he asked questions, and the 
girl began by denying, but, on being 
pressed, she burst into tears and con- 
fessed. She had been enrolled under

NE HUNDRED YEARS | 
ago May 8, a little 
hand of men (from/ 
some of the stat 
which comprised 
original colonies ot 
America, met in New 

York City and formed an organiza- 

tion “of which the sole object shall 

be to encourage a wider circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures.” They decided to call it the American Bible 


In the beginning neither men, money nor a printing press were 
available to carry on the work. It was not until six months /ater, 
in November, that the society was able, through a gift of stereotype 
plates from the New York Bible Society and its auxiliary, to print its first 
iagsue of 10,000 copies of the Book. 

From this humble beginning the society has grown until now it con- 
trols one of the largest publishing houses in the world. In its hundred 
years of existence it has published and circulated enough sacred literature 
—Bibles, New Testaments and pamphiets—to place one copy in the hands 
of every man, woman and child in this country today and still have rome 
left over for cireulation in foreign countries. The exact figures are 109.- 
926,214 volumes for 99 years, and the society estimates that with the close 
of the century they will have reached 115,000,000. Last year it distributed 
more than 400,000 volumes to the soldiers in the trenches in Europe. 

The society has had these Bibles, Testaments and tracts translated 
into 164 languages and distributed to the uttermost parts of the world. 
In addition they have been embossed into 14 different languages and 
systems for the use of the blind. The countless tons of paper and gallons 
‘of ink which have been used within the century to print this enormous 
mass of reading matter is impossible to compute, but some idea of the 
proportions of the publishing business of the society today is contained 
in a pamphlet which it recently issued apologizing for its inability to fill 
orders because six carloads of paper which it had ordered within a period 
of six weeks had remained undelivered. 

The present head of the society is James Wood. Among his prede- 
cessors were John Jay, the Hon. Frederick T. Frelinghuysen and the Hon. 
Richard Varick, a member of Washington’s staff. In the list of vice presi- 
dents are the names of three former Presidents of the United States— 
John Quincy Adams, Benjamin Harrison and Rutherford B. Hayes—and 
in addition this position has been held by. such men as the late Francis 
M. Cockrell of Missouri, the late David J. Brewer, former Chief Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court; Salmon P. Chase, Charles W. Fair- 
banks, Supreme Justice Charles E. Hughes, Francis M. Key, author of 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” and many others of equal distinction. 

On next Sunday, May 7, the centenary of the society is to be observed 
with appropriate ceremonies by churches of all denominations in all 
parts of the country, the society itself being strictly interdenominational. 
One of them, that of the society itself, is to be held in the same room in 
which the organization was ratified 100 years ago—now the Board of Es- 
timates’ Room in the New York City Hall. In the Memorial Hall of the 
Daugliters of the American Revolution in Washington a meeting is to be 
addressed by President Wilson and other distinguished speakers, and a 
gathering also is to be held on the Capitol steps. 

The society, which has its publishing house in Astor place, New York, 
is maintained largely through subscriptions and bequests, for any of its 
publications may be had by churches or religious organizations at cost. 
Throughout its history also, it has in many instances sent Bibles free to 
communities both here and abroad where the inhabitants thirsted for them 
ybut were too poor to purchase them. 

The inception of “the society and the obstacles which its founders 
met and overcame is interestingly told by the Rev. Henry Otis Dwight, 
Recording , to whom was assigned the task of writing “The Cen- 
tennial History of the American Bible Society,” just issued. He relates that 
prior to the Revolutionary War the American colonists obtained their 
supply of Bibles from England, the Book in English then being a monopoly 
of the King’s printers in England and Scotland. They sold for only a 
shilling, or a shilling and six pence, and American printers were unable 
to compete with these prices. 

The Revolution, however, stopped Bible sales and in 1777 the famine 
had become so great that Congress was petitioned to order the printing 
of at least 20,000 Bibles, but the lack of suitable paper and even of suffi- 
cient type in ali the 13 colonies negatived the scheme. However, Congress 
voted to import 20,000 Bibles from Holland. Later Robert Aitken of

Philadelphia, printed the first En- 
glish Bible which came from an 
American press. The entérprise 
nearly ruined him, for almost as 
soon as the Book was ready peace 
with England was deciared and 
cheap Bibles from England ap- 
peared in the book shops again. 

Following the Revolution immi- 

gration and expansion of United 
States territory became so great that it was impossible to import or to 
print enough Bibles to supply even a small percentage of the families 
in the new country. Providentially, it seems, about this time a missionary 
impulse began to be felt throughout the Eastern States and to a plain, 
rather bashful dreamer, Samuel J. Mills, a student in Williams College, 
is given the credit of furnishing the initial incentive which was to supply 
the need of these frontiersmen. 
Mills and some like-minded students of Andover Theological Seminary, 
went to some leading clergymen and announced that they were ready to 
give their lives to work as foreign missionaries. Five of these volunteers 
were selected to go to India. Millis was not one of them, but he was in- 
strumental in the appointment of two explorers, including himself, who 
were to investigate the needs of Western and Southwestern America. 

In five months, and after suffering innumerable hardships, these men 
returned and reported that as soon as they had passed Pittsburg they 
found that the settlements were without religious privileges. They found 
whole communities of 50,000 or more persons, that were without oppor- 
tunities to hear preaching and almost entirely without the Bible. In 1814 
Mr. Mills made another tour over the same ground and returned on fire 
with the tremendous needs of the South and West. He found one man 
who had been trying for 10 years to find a Bible. 

The man who was destined to obtain tangible results from Mills’ 
aspirations and discoveries was the Hon. Elias Boudinot, president of the 
New Jersey Bible Society. Im the fall of 1814 he sent to all the Bible 
societies in the United States a statement that the New Jersey society 
had adopted a resolution to appoint a committee of three to determine 
the best means of uniting all denominations in the United States for the 
purpose of disseminating the gospel throughout the world, and particu- 
larly the United States. This committee, 9f which Dr. Boudinot was a 
member, requested each Bible society to appoint two members to meet in 
Philadelphia for the purpose of forming an organization. 

Fewer than 20 of the socicties approved the plan and a year had 
passed since Mills and his associate had reported on the needs of the 
country without anything having been done. But Dr. ’Boudinot in- 
herited Huguenot devotion from his father and Welsh tenacity from his 
mother. Soon he had won the support of the Connecticut Bible Society 
and after extended communication with other societies a new proposal of 
the New Jersey organization was favorably received. On Jan. 31, 1816, 
Dr. Boudinot called a convention of the representatives of the Bible 
societies in New York. 

On May 8, 60 delegates met in the Consistory room of the Putch 
Reformed Church in New York City. Among them were Dr. Lyman 
Beecher, “father of all the Beechers,” then a young man and pastor of 
the Congregational Church at Litchfield, Conn.; James Fenimore Cooper, 
the novelist, and William Jay, son of James Jay, the great American 
statesman. Behind the crowd of spectators, in a far corner of the room, 
stood Samuel J. Mills, ardent believer in Bible societies as missionary 
agencies, full of hope but weighed down with fear when he realized that 
the gathering would be composed of representatives of different sects. 

The situation was tense. Discussions which followed a prayer by 
the Rev. Eliphalet—Nott, president of Union College, revealed many di- 
vergences of views. /“There was one moment in our proceedings,” wrote 
Dr. Beecher many years later, “when things seemed to tangle and some 
feeling began to rise. At that moment Dr. Mason (Rev. Dr. John M. Mason 
of New York) rose hastily and said: ‘Mr. President, the Lord Jesus never 
built a church but what the devil built a chapel close to it: and he is 
here now, this moment, in this room,.with his finger in the ink born, not 
to write your constitution, but to blot it out.’” 

“The laughter caused by this sally,” says the Rev. Mr. Dwight, “dis- 
pelled the storm and the clear sun appeared again. To the amazement 
of all present, these champions of denominational competition stood at one 
point of view. In the afternoon, when a resolution was presented that 


the circulation of the Holy Scriptures’ it was adopted without a dissent- 


ing vote.” Dr. Boudinot was made the first presidcat of the society. 


“American Savants Discover Original Story of the Deluge i 


Translation of ‘Babylonian Tablet Yields 


AVANTS of the University of Pennsylvania have recently completed 
the task of deciphering a large tablet, containing six columns of 
cuneiform writing, which was unearthed on the site of the sacred 
Babylonian city, Nippur, and which proves to contain the earliest 

known version of the story of the Deluge. This story, it is believed, 
was the original source from which was drawn the version in the Book 
of Genesis, as well as that related upon Babylonian tablets of a later 
date, which have previously been translated. 

The new tablet is estimated to date from at least the year 2100 B. C., 
and to record a legend which had been in circulation many centuries 
previously. it is thus about 1500 years older than the Book of Genesis, 
which modern criticism declares to have been written no earlier than the 
seventh century B. C. 

The most important fact about the tablet is that it was written not 
in the Babylonian tongue, but the Sumerian; thus proving to the satisfac- 
tion to the translators that the story of the Deluge was neither Jewish 
nor even Semitic in its origin; but had its source among the non-Semitic 
race of the Sumerians, who founded the Mesopotamian civilization and 
were conquered and destroyed or assimilated by the Semitic Babylonians, 
but not before the latter had absorbed the Sumerian culture. It is held 
that the Babylonians acquired the legend from the Sumerians, and passed 
it on to the Hebrews during the Captivity. 


Unfortunately, only the lower half of the tablet was recovered, so 
that there are considerable gaps in the text. There are fragments telling 
how the gods created mankind and called the animals into existence, and 
how, under divine guidance, men built five sacred cities. Dr. L. W. King, 
professor of Assyriology at King’s College, London, continues the story 
of the translation: 

“Im the lower part of the third column, it is clear that the gods had 
already decided to send a Deluge, for two of the great goddesses, Nintu 
and Ishtar, wail aloud for the intended destruction of their people. At 
that time, we read, a certain Ziugiddu, or, as the name should more prob- 
ably be read, Ziusuddu or Ziudsuddu, was King. He was one of the early

priest-kings of Sumer, holding the office of priest of Enki. His piety is 
described; daily he occupied himself in the god’s service, prostrating him- 
self in humility and constant in his observance of the shrine. He is the 
prototype of the BabyJonian Ut-napishtim and the Hebrew Noah. 

“Only a fragment from the beginning of the fourth column is pre- 
served, but it suffices to continue the story. Ziudsuddu is warned that a 
rainstorm is to be sent, which will ‘destroy the seed of mankind.” His 
divine adviser says: : 

“‘Stard on the wall on my left side * * * 
At the wall 1 will speak a word with thee.’ 


“The missing portion of the fourth column must have described 
Ziudsuddu's building of a boat in order to escape the Deluge with his 
family and domestic animals, for at the beginning of the fifth column we 
are in the middle of the Deluge itself. 

“All the windstorms, of immense force, are described as comine to- 
gether, and in the rainstorm as raging with them. The text continues: 

“When for seven days, for seven nights, 

The rainstorm had raged in the land, 


When the great boat had been carried away by the windstorms on 

the mighty waters, 

The Sun-god came forth, shedding light on heaven and earth.’ 

When the light shines into the boat, Ziudsuddu prostrates himself 
before the Sun-god and sacrifices an ox and a sheep. The text of this 
column then breaks off. 

“In the last column of the text, we find Ziudsuddu prostrating himself - 
before the gods Anu and Enlil. The latter bestows immortality upon him, 


and he is further given the title of ‘Preserver of the seed of mankind.’

surfaces most susceptible to pain, 
but brain, heart and internal or- 
gans have little sensibility :: 9 :: 


DVOCATES of animal expegimentation often 
complain justly that their opponents, in in- 
dicting them for cruelty, do not always make 
clear the fact that vivisection is almost in- 

variably conducted under anesthesia. 

But bearing this truth in mind, it is not a little repel- 
lent to read the account given by Dr. George W. Crile, 
the famous Cleveland surgeon, of his experiments upon 
living creatures, drugged though they were with ether. 
In his iatest book, “‘Man, an Adaptive Mechanism,” 
(MacMillan), he relates how he scorched the paws of 
dogs, crunched the bones of breathing animals, tore their 
tissues, bruised their nerve trunks, lacerated their nos- 
trils, crushed thetr livers and kidneys and burned their 
stomachs and intestines. He also kept rabbits—not 
anesthetized—awake until they were erhausted to the 
point of death, and terrified them for as long as 40 
minutes at a time by loosing upon them dogs that had 
been muzzled, as a preliminary to putting them to 
death. 

Vivisectionists have offered the powerful defens® that 
their experiments have conferred priceless boons upon 
mankind. Without animal experimentation, they as- 
sert, surgical operations upon the vital organs would be 
impossible; and smallpoz, diphtheria, bubonic plaque, 
typhoid, yellow fever and other epidemics would still 
range without control. 

Dr. Crile’s researches, so far as his book shows, were 
mainly for the purpose of proving his theory that the 
human mind can be erplained on mechanistic prin- 
ctples—a philosophy of much interest, but scarcely a 
matter of life and death to the race. However, us he 
states in the introduction, the volume is offered “with 
the desire of increasing the scope of preventive medi- 
cine; with the hope of relieving and even curing certain 


acute and chronic diseases, and of stimulating a biologi¢ — 


trend of thought in medicine to the end that discase. 
like health. may be given its evolutionary setting.”

OR more than 20 years,” Dr. Crile ex- 
plains in his preface, “the general 
theme treated in this volume has been 
under investigation in my laboratory 
and my clinic,” and “has included 
some 2500 experiments.” 

One of the fields in which extensive 
research was prosecuted was that of defining the “areas 
of pain;” that is, those 
parts of the body which Co -

The experi- 
ments in this inquiry were 
conducted upon animals 
under ether anesthesia; 
and the rise or fall of 
blood-pressure and the 
respiratory rate were Oo 
taken as indices of the 
torture the animals would 
have endured had _ they 
been conscious. 

“Injuries to the paws of 
an anesthetized dog—cut- 
ting, crushing, fracturing, 
amputating and burning— 
were,” the surgeon re- 
ports, “attended by 
sharp rise in blood-pres- 
sure, followed by a fall; 
and the respirations in- 
creased in frequency and 
became irregular.” But 
Dr. Crile already knew the effect such injuries would 
have upon man, for he adds: “These responses are 
identical with those which follow the crushing or burn- 
ing of the hand of a conscious human being.” 

“Injuries to the muscles of the trunk and extremities 
caused a rise in blood-pressure similar to that caused 
by cutting the skin,” he proceeds. ‘“‘The rise was more 
marked when the muscles most exposed to attack were 
injured—such as the muscles of the extremities and 
abdomen—and was less marked when the protected 
deep lumbar muscles were injured. 

“When amputating the hip of a dog, the skin incision 
alone caused almost as much change in the circulation 
and respiration as was caused by sever- 
ing the entire muscular mass of the 
thigh. 

“The cutting, burning and tearing of 
connective tissues—fascia, tendons and 
ligaments—produced little or no appre- 
ciative effect on the blood-pressure. 

“Injury to the bone disclosed the fact 
that roughly cutting or separating the 
periosteum (membrane covering the 
bone) caused a slight rise in blood-pres- 
sure, while no alteration in  blood- 
pressure was produced by sawing, curet- 
ting, cutting or crushing cartilage or 
bones from which the perfosteum had 
previously been removed. Injury of

“If the eyes, the conjunctiva, 
the eyeball or the optic nerve 
were injured, there was occasion- 
aly a slight though scarcely per- 
ceptible change in blood-pressure. 
The adaptive change here is con- 
fined chiefly to winking, which }s 
exerts but slight demand on the # 
general muscular system, hence > 
no circulatory changes are seen. 


“But such injuries as the con- 
tusion, laceration or dilation of 
the nostrils were met promptly 
by a distinct rise in the blood- 
pressure. In this case a vital 
function of the body-——respiration 
—was threatened. The response 
was equivalent to that frantic 
fighting to be free which follows 
any attempt to obstruct the nos- 
trils of any animal or of man. 

“The same loyalty to the res 
piratory function and indifference © 
to other menaces was manifested 
by the larynx, trachea and es- 
ophagus, when these parts were 
subjected to injury under anes- 
thesia. Injuring the trachea 
caused coughing, but injuring the 
esophagus caused no response. Extensive dissections of 
other tissues of the neck caused no disturbance of the 
blood-pressure and respiration provided that the vagi

“Although injury to the chest 
wall causes pain, the heart may 
be pierced by a needle without 
pain.

“Within the abdomen we found 
similar contrasts in sensibility, 
and here, too, the type of trauma 
determined the degree of shock. 
Thus, in our experiments, pulling 
upon, dragging and roughly man- 
ipulating the stomach and in- 
testines caused an immediate fall 
in blood-pressure; but a_ swift, 
keen incision, even the crushing and burning of the 
inert organ, held gently and carefully, caused no re-

“Rubbing, dragging, pulling upon or tearing the par- 
ietal peritoneum caused a lowered blood-pressure, but 
the same injury inflicted upon tissues behind the peri- 
toneum caused no marked change in blood-pressure or 
respiration. 

“In our researches the liver was 
crushed or cut, the cystic duct was di- 
lated, the kidneys were cut, crushed 
and contused, the spleen was excised— 
all these operations being performed 


without any appreciable effect upon 
blood-pressure or respiration. Specific 
injury, such as cutting, compressing 


and overdistending the bladder caused 
a rise in blood-pressure.”

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O those who believe that ultimate victory of 


the Central Powers’ supply of men, the 


well-known military critic, Hilare Belloc, 
in Land and Water, will have profound 
significance, says an editorial in the Scien- 
tific American. 

The point of departure of Belloc’s study is the official 
lists published by the German vernment from the 
outbreak of the war to Jan. 31, 1916. The number of 
official dists thus published is 860, and the total number 
of German dead on these lists is 651,768. This total, it 
is claimed, is not complete; for over and above the num- 
ber admitted as dead, the official lists give a certain 
number as missing. The missing can conceivably cover 
only three categories: First, prisoners in the hands of 
the allies: second, deserters; third, dead left upon the 
battlefield after a German retirement. The number of 


the allies will be due to the exhaustion of 


estimate of German losses made by the 


prisoners is, of course, known to the allies with precis- 


ion; the number of deserters is negligibly small, the de- 
vetion and patriotism of the German people being an- 


4Swerable for that. After deducting the known number 


of prisoners and a small percentage for desertion, it 
is certain that the remainder represents a number of 
Germans who, though dead, appear under the category 
of “missing.” The total figure thus reached is 160,000. 
Adding this to the official list of 651,768 gives a total 
of 811,000 dead, up to and including the last day of Jan- 
vary, 1916. 

Now a comparison of the private with the official 
lists reveals the very significant fact that for the first 
few months of the war the two lists practically agree. 
At the beginning of the winter of 1914, however,a grave 
disparity appears, and continues through 191. The 
death rate established by the detailed private lists rises 
regularly and uninterruptedly, whereas the course of 
the death rate drawn from the general public and offi- 
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ciai lists as regularly declines. The conclusion, Says 
Belloc. is inevitable: the private lists give the true 
death rate: the public lists, although at firgt carefully 
and fully maintained, give as the year proceeds figures 
less-and less reliable. By adding the shortage in the. 
official lists, as shown by the more accurate private lists, 
it was found that the total of 811,000 dead, mentioned 
above, would have to be raised, on Dee. 31, 1915, to 
over 1,000,000. 

Adding to this total of 1,000,000 the correspondinz 
number of wounded (as shown by the ratio of wounde:t 
to dead established by the statistics of the present war), 
and making a liberal allowance of between 50 and 60 per 
cent of the wounded returned as once more efficient 
to the front, Belloc estimates that, at the very mini- 
mum, over 3,500,000 men had been permanently lost to 
German fighting forces by Jan. 1, 1916, leaving only 
5,500,000 out of the original 9,000,000 maximum possib‘e 
recruitment of German men effective for war.

For instance, if the group was com- 
posed of stalls 1, 2 and 3, right choice would be 1; if 
the group were 6, 7, 8 and 9, the correct selection would 
be 6. 

The second problem was called “secondness from the 
right end.” In this the correct cell in the group was 
always the second from the right; for instance, in the 
group 1, 2, 3 and 4, the answer would be 3; in 6, 7, 8 
and 9 it would be 8. The third, called ‘alternation of 
ends,”” was one in which the right answers were the first 
stall to the left and the first to the right, in alternation. 
In the group 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, the answer would be 2 and 6. 
The fourth termed “middleness,’” was one in which the 
central stall of the group was the right choice. In the 
group 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9, the answer would be 5; 
in 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, the solution would be 4. If the mon- 
key entered the right stall at the first trial, the rear door 
was raised and he received food as his reward; if he

Their external and 
their internal environments were normal excepting that 
they were not allowed to sleep. 

“At the end of the periods of insomnia al! the ani- 
mals were exhausted, some to the point of death. 

“All were killed: some immediately, some after peri- 
“~ods of rest.” 

The result of this experiment was to prove that the 
brain, the adrenal glands and the liver, alone of the 
bodily organs, showed marked and widespread histolog- 
ical changes as a result of the prolonged consciousness. 
Dr. Crile continues: 


“We repeated the investigation in other typical cases 
of exhaustion by physical and chemical stimuli. We 
examined the organs of animals exhausted by the mus- 
cular work of running and fighting; the organs of foxes 
Chased by hounds; of dogs and woodchucks exhansted 
by fighting: we examined the organs of animals ex- 
hausted by excessive emotional excitation; of animals 
exhausted by strychnin convulsions; of animals to 
which had been given alcohol, nicotin, morphia, scopol- 
omin, ether and nitrous acid: of animals subjected to 
injections of colon, tetanus, diphtheria and typhoid 
bacilli * * * We examined the organs and tissues 
of animals from which the adrenals, the pancreas or 
the liver had been excised; the organs of animals given 
toxins and strychnin under anesthesia and while under

the influence of curare (a virulent poison);of animals 
first given heavy doses of opium, then traumatized, or 
given toxins, acids, strychnin and adrenin.”’ 

The lesson gained from these studies, which extended 
over a period of six years, was that in every species 
of exhaustion, whatever the cause, except when the vi- 
tality had been depressed by narcotics and anesthctics, 
identical changes were produced in the same three 
organs the brain, the adrenals and the liver. 


Three microphotographs shown on one page of the 
book bear the captions: “Section of cerebellum of rab- 
bit killed immediately after 25 minutes of fright:” “Sec- 
tion of cerebellum of rabbit after 40 minutes of fright, 
killed after 2% hours of rest;” and “Section of cerebel- 
lum of rabbit frightened twice a day for two weeks.” 
How the animals were tortured with fear preliminary 
to being put to death is told in the following passage; 
which, with a certain professional humor, the author 
cites as an illustration of the phenomenon of laughter, 
under his theory that every one of the causes of laugh- 
ter resolves itself into a stimulation. to motor activities 
of some kind: 

“Quite by accident this point was tested in our labora- 
tory during the course of some experiments on fear. 
A keen, snappy fox terrier was completely muzzled by 
winding a strip of adhesive plaster around his jaws, 
so as to include all but the nostrils. He was then 
turned loose upon a rabbit. 

“When the aggressive terrier and the rabbit found 
themselves in close quarters, the instinct of each ani-

mal asserted itself. The rabbit crouched in fear, while 
the terrier, with all the assurance of its kind when 
confronted by its natural prey, rushed upon the rabbit 
to seize it, his muzzle glancing off at each attempt and 
the attack ending in awkward failure. 

“These actions were witnessed, at various times, by 
various scientific visitors, and in every instance the 
sight provoked laughter. 

“This laughter was undoubtedly due to the fact that 
in the mind of each onlooker the spectacle of the savage 
terrier rushing upon the helpless rabbit as if to mangle 
it aroused a strong desire to exert a muscular act to 
prevent cruelty. When the danger was unexpectedly 
averted, the preparation for muscular activity was ap- 
propriated by the neutral muscular reaction of laugh- 
ter.” 

Dr. Crile makes it clear that he is a believer in the 
Darwinian theory of the survival of the fit, which shows 
the earth as drenched over and over again with the 
blood shed in the titanic struggle of the extant species 
to maintain themselves. Before so sanguinary a per- 
spective, a few hundreds of animals experimented upon 
in a laboratory are as a drop of water in the ocean. 
“Everywhere,” the author avers, “something is pur- 
suing and something is escaping another creature. It 
is a constant drama of getting food and of seeking to 
escape being made into food. Everywhere the strong

RE a monkey's reasoning powers equal to 
those of a 3-year-old child? 

To throw light upon this queation 
Robert M. Yerkes of the Harvard Uni- 
versity faculty conducted an interesting 
comparative test last summer in an ani- 
mal laboratory at Montecito, Cal., the 
results of which have just been published at Cambridge, 
Mass., in connection with the Journal of Anima! Behavior. 

The test was an incident in a research of several 
months, during which Yerkes constructed elaborate 
apparatus, made endless charts and kept a daily and 
minute record of occurrences which would seem to most 
persons—So trivial, in fact, that most people will wonder 
what significance such experiments would have if suc- 
cessful. The answer is if a monkey were proved equal in 
aptitude and intelligence to a child, scientists would be 
encouraged in asserting the mental kinship of man to 
his nearest physical relatives among animals, and 
might even obtuin some evidence as to the pronlem 
whether man is super-monkey or the monkey is de- 
generate man. 

The experimenter’s conclusion was that while both 
child and monukey™failed at the problem set them, the 
former displayed a greater versatility of ideas, but 
the ape was superior in the qualities of attentiveness 


and steady application. 
The participants in the experiment were a boy 3 
years and 4 months of age, and orang utan, 5 years 


old, and perfectly normal and active, which rejoiced in 
the name of Julius. .From the ceiling of a large cage 
“a banana was suspended by a string so that it was ap- 
proximately six feet from the floor, five feet from either 
side of the cage and 12 feet from either end. Two 
boxes were placed on the floor of the cage several feet 
from the point directly under the banana. The larger 
of the boxes was heavy and irregular in shape. As- 
cording to the experimenter’s calculations, the only way 
in which the child or Julius could obtain the banana 
was by placing the smaller box under the larger and 
then climbing upon them. In adition, a light stick 
about six feet feet long and a piece of board were placed 
in the cage. 

Julius was admitted to the cage and the banana point- 
ed out to him. He immediately set about trying to get 
it, and worked diligently during the whole of the period 
of observation, which, because of the unfinished condi- 
tion of the cage, was limited to slightly over 10 
minutes. Within this period he made upwards 
of a dozen fairly well directed attempts to ob- 
tain the food. 

Chief among them were three attempts to reach 
tne banana from different positions on the left 
wall: two attempts to reach it from different 
positions on the right wall; two from the large 
box ip position nearly under the banana; two 
from the large box with: the aid of the experi- 
menter’s hand, and one from the distant end 
of the cage. 

On account-of the condition of the cage, Yerkes 
had to remain in the cage with Julius during the 
test, and particularly interesting were the ani- 
mal’s attempts to get the experimenter to help 
him in his task. After the orang had made two 
or three futile efforts to get the food he went to 
Yerkes, who was standing in one corner of the 
cage, took him by the hand and led him to a 
point directly under the banana. He then looked 
up towards the banana, grasped Yerkes’ arm, raised it 
and then tried to pull himself up. He wes not per- 

A few minutes 
later he again led Yerkes ‘toward the banana, but re- 


“p- ceiving discouragement in this activity, proceeded to 


devote himself to other methods. 

The monkey’s attention to the food was surprisingly 
constant, the observer notes. ‘Despite all that has 
been written concerning the intelligent behavior of the 
orang utan,” he writes: “I was amazed by Julius’ be- 
havior, for it was far more deliberate and apparently 
reflective as well as more persistently directed toward 
the goal than I had anticipated. 1 had looked. for 
sporadic attempts to obtain the banana, with speedy 
discouragement and such fluctuations of attention as 


After Julius had learned the solution of 
the problem, he manipulated the 
bores with great skill.

After the orang had been dismissed for 
the day, the child was led into the cage 
and confronted with the identical prob- 
lem. He was asked to get the banana for 
Julius and eagerly and confidently vol- 
unteered to do so. 

His behavior may best be described by 
an enumeration of the attempts made. 
They include (1) placing the larger box 
nearly under the banana and reaching for 
it: (2) standing the larger box on end, 
with resulting failure, because the child 
could not stand on the sloping edges of 
the top of the box: (3) the larger box was 
turned on its side and the lighter box 
drawn up opposite it and stood on end. 
The child then mounted the larger box 
and stepped from‘ it to the top of the 
smaller. But the boxes had not been 
placed beneath the banana, and when the 


child reached for it, he found himself 
several feet away from his prize: (4) the 
boxes were moved to a position nearly 


under the banana and another futile at- 
tempt was made to reach ‘t without 
placing the smaller box on top of the 
larger one: (5) the piece of board was 
placed on top of the larger box, and from 
this height the chfld again reached up- 
ward; (6) the stick was taken up and an 
attempt was made to strike the banana 
and thus dislodge it, but it was too se- 
curely fastened to be obtained thus: (7) 
attention shifted to other things, and the 
child plaved for a time with the board.

Reminded of the banana by the experimenter, he again 
tried method 3. (8) He again used the stick on the 
banana; (9) the effort to knock the prize to the floor 
having failed, he became discouraged and said that he 
must go home; (10) when told that Julius was very 
hungry and wanted the banana, he repeated attempts 
similar to those described in 3 and 6. 

The experiment had now covered a period of 20 
minutes; the child was taken from the cage and per- 
mitted to play for 15 minutes. He was then asked 
whether he would go back and try to get the banana, 
and replied: “No, ‘cause I don’t want to get it,” thus 
showing his discouragement with the situation. But 
when taken into the cage he tried one of the boxes, and 
remarking, “Now I know I'll get it,” repeated 3. Fail- 
ing, he turned to the experimenter, and said: “I could 
get it if I was on your head,” but he did not, as Julius 
had done, lead Yerkes to the proper place and try to 
reach the banana by climbing up or by urging Yerkes 
to lift him. Later, he played in the boxes, apparently 
forgetful of his task. Finally he remarked: “I'l! get 
the banana,” but he made no attempt to do so, and 
instead watched the monkeys intently. Thereafter he 
showed no further interest in the solution of the prob- 
lem, and the experiment, after a total period of 55 
minutes, was discontinued. 

The conclusion drawn from this test was that, al- 
though both failed, the human child excelled the 
monkey in variety of ideas, while the orang far sur- 
passed the boy in concentration upon the task. In- 
deed,_utius thereafter worked almost every day fora 
month before he finally gave up the undertaking as 
hopeless. Julius guaged his distances more accyrately 
than the boy, attended more steadily and worked more 
versistently to obtain the reward, but he did not so 
nearly approach the idea of stacking the boxes 4s did
